introdustion of the bill was greeted with ap- 
plause by the members ofthe Left.

The Pope is making arrangements for the 
holding of a consistory, at which he will deliver 
an allocution concerning the visit of the Emper- 
or of Germany. 

Cardinal Rampolla, Papal Secretary of State, 
has sent a circular letter to the various nuncios, 
in which he says that the Pope is well satistied 
with Emperor Willilam’s visit to the Vatican. 
Cardinal Rampolla further says that Emperor 
William recognizes the Pope’s high sovereignty. 

Signor Crispi, the Italian Prime Minister, to- 
day held a long and cordial interview with 
Count Herbert Bismarck and the Pope to-day 
discussed matters affecting German Catholics. 


Naptes, Oct. 15.—Preparations have been 
made here to give a fitting reception to Em- 
peror William.

MUST GO BAOK TO OHINA, 


THE EXCLUSION LAW DECLARED TO BE 
OONSTITUTIONAL. 

San Francisco, Oct, 15.—Judge Sawyer 
announced a decision in the United States Cir- 
cult Ceurt to-day in two cases under the Chinese 
Exelusion act. The court holds that the act is 
constitutional, and thatits provisions apply to 
Chinese now in port on shipboard, to those on the 


way from China, and to those still in China. It is 


estimated that thie decision will affect about 
33,000 Chinese, as there are over 30,000 return 
certificates still outstanding, and it is believed 
that there are now about 3,000 Chinamen in 
tne country who had lived here before the 
striction act was passed, and who, befere the 
passage of the Exolusien bill, would bave been 
entitled to re-enter this ceuntry under theolaim 
of being “ prior residents.” About 600 Chinese 
have arrived in this pene since the approval of 
the Exclusion act and about 700 others are now 
on their way from China. 
i he decision of the court, which is very long, 
declares that the language of the act 1s clear 
and capable of bearing but one construction. It 
begins to operate from the momentit was ap- 
proved by the President, and though the pe- 
titioners in these cases were upon the bigh seas 
atthe time the act was approved, it neverthe- 
less operates upon them. The court further 
declares that there is no speeific eontract be- 
tween the United States Government and indi- 
vidual Chinese laborers by which the latter 
should be entitled to return to thiscountry after 
once departing from it, A return cer- 
tificate is not a contract, but only an 
iastrument of evidence to establish the 
identity of the party already entitled to cer- 
tain privileges under the cempact between the 
United States and the Chinese Governments, 
the two Government treaties being like other 
laws tnat confer rights and privileges only as 
long as they aro in force. The court holds that 
the right of Congress to legisiate in such & man- 
ner as to control and repeal the stipulations of 
treaties, has been clearly recognized, and the 
act of Congress upon the subject is within its 
legislative power, und is as binding upon the 
courts as the treaty on the same subject.. Both 
are binding except as the latter one conflicts or 
interferes with the former. 

Upon the other point urged by counsel for the 
Chinese, that the Exclusion act is unconstitu- 
tienal on account of its being an ex post facto 
law, the court says: ‘‘We do not tind any ele- 
mentor ex post faeto law in the act now in 
question. There is‘nothing in the nature of an 
offense in a Chinaman’s departing from the 
country, aud his departure is not made an of 
fense, and there is nothing in the nature of 
punishment or of penalty imposed for the act 
ot having departed from this country, in pro- 
viding in the interest of the people of the 
United States under a change of public policy 
that he shall not return. There is simply a re- 
peal by Congress of a prior law feane in the 
stipulations of the treaty with China,”

MORE VIOLENUP IN-CHIOAGO. 


AND THE. NORTH SIDE MEN THREATEN 
TO STRIKE AGAIN. f 


Cuicaao, Oct. 15.—In-spite of, the fac 


ported for daty this morning, and that it was 
generally accepted that the men and the com- 
pany had.reachéd a compremise, the day was 
not allowed to.pass without acts of violence or 
hints of another strike. Thetrouble arose just 
where it was to be expected, that is, over the 
pareeling up of the work : between the old em- 
ployes of the company and the.new men. Many 
of the latter were at the Garfield-avenue barns, 
which seemed likely to be sort of acentre for the 
area of disturbances. Early in the morning 
before any cars were sent out one of the 
new men ventured outside of the barns, and 
was immediately set upon by four of the ola 
employes of the company. They knocked him 
down, kicked and beat him until the victim, to 
save his life, drew a revolver. Then his assail- 
ants took to their heels, but before they got out 
of range he succeeded in slightly wounding one 
of them, a driver named Burley, who waa after- 
ward arrested and locked up. Soon after this 
episode the first set of cars was sent out 
from the Garfield-avenue barns with new men 
in charge. One hundred and five of the old men, 
who had run on this line befere the strike, had 
reported for daty, but tinding that new men 
were to have the cars had gradually dispersed 
in a very ugly mood. The first car was allowed 
to start without trouble, and so was the second, 
but the third was attacked at Osgood-street. 
The driver was struck by a big'stone and four 
men climbed upon the platform and laid violent. 
hands upon him. He broke away and escaped 
by ranning, while his cenduetor was pulled 
from the car and pitched headlong into the 
street. The three following cars were also at- 
tacked by the crowd, whieh stoned the new 
drivers and conductors, driving them from their 
cars and forcing them to flee for their lives. 

Apparently satisfied with its work, the 
crowd then drew back, leaving the four de- 
serted cars standing in the street. Newsof the 
riot was sent to the nearest police station, and 
a ferce of policemen was sent out, only to tind 
that the crowd had lost much of its flerceness. 
After that the Garfield-avenue cars run with- 
out being subjected to many mob assaults. The 
first row had, however, resulted in five broken 
heads among the new men, One rioter was ar 
rested and looked up. There were plenty of ob- 
structions to be cleared away, however, on Gar- 
field-avenue, as the news had spread that new 
men were to run the cars, d the friends of the 
old men had improved th’ night to biockade 
the tracks. 

As a result of this trouble 36 old men called a 
special meeting ef the ex-strikers for to-night 
to consider ;the case and talk about striking 
again. The old men are full of bitterness and 
assert that President Yerkes has not treated 
them fairly in that he has 285 new men on 
hand instead of 201 as they, had supposed. Mr. 
Yerkes to-day issued a letter to his employes 
saying that the Kraexger-street (Gartfield-av- 
enue line) barns and part of the limits barns 
were to be given to the new men and that for 
every new man driven away by acts of 
violence another would be employea. He 
asks men on other lines to divide work 
with the old men thus displaced for the present. 
The ex-strikers tear that the Wells-street cable 
line and the Halstead-street line, both of which 
run to the limits barns, will be given to-the new 
men, and many of them are oftspoken in their 
determination to secure anvther tie-up of the 
north side roads as s00n as possible, perhaps to- 
mayrow, 

Some rolling mill hands, when out for their 
noonuing, indulged ina small rivtof their own.

SHELBY VILLE’S 
GREAT BARBOUR. 

HE TALKS OF PROPHECIES OF EVIL THAT 

HAVE BEEN PROVED FALSE, AND OF 


TARIFF REFORM. 


SHELBYVILLE, Ind., Oct. .15.—Ten cars, 
with Col. Brice’s private car, carrying Judge 
Thurman and party, left Cincinnati:-on the Big 
Four at 8:30 this morning for the: big Demo- 
cratic barbecue at Shelbyville. The extra cars 
on the train were occupied by 200 members of 
the Duckworth Ciub, 150 of the Thurman Club 
of Cincinnati, and 50 more from the Thurman 
Club of Columbus, all nicely uniformed, besides 
a@ large number who did rot ge in delegations. 
Judge Thurman was taken tothe station by the 
Cincinnati Escort Committee, and the crowd 
there gave him a hearty send-off as he walked: 
to his car. Tho first car of the train was 
literally covered with banners and bandan as, 
while the enthusiastic Democrats were one: 
and all provided with bandanas and lungs. 
As the train pulled slowly through the yards 
the railroad men cheered heartily, while many 
an engine whistle kept time with a lively toot- 
ing. Outside the city people stood beside the 
track and waved and cheered asthe train sped 
by. The Cincinnati escortin special charge of 
the Judge consisted of Dr. J. W. Prendergast 


and Otway I. Cosgrave, while the Judge’s im- 
mediate party consisted of himself, his son, 
Allen W. Thurman, Dr. Fred W. Schwarz, and 
Sauire Matt Martin of Columbus, Chairman 
Townsend, and press representatives. 

At Greensburg several hundred people were 
in waiting impatiently calling for Judge Thur- 
Man, whose appearance at the rear platform 
was greeted with ¢heers, James 8, Townsend, 
Chairman of the Ohlo State Committees, intro- 
duced the Judge as the “next Vice-President,” 
and Judge Thurman told the crowd: “If yeu 
Democrats of Indiana do your duty and give us 
thia State, that may turn out to be.” 

The train started with the last word, and the 
crowd gave the Judge a parting cheer. Other 
towns gave hearty cheers, and Shelbyville 
stirred the air with a tremendous cheer, the 
crowd being away up in the thousands. The 
day is gioomy and drizzly, but that scems to 
have littie effect on the size of the crowd, who 
came through the mud to see Judge Thurman 
as he was driven up town, escorted by local 
and visiting clubs. Judge Thurman was driven 
tothe home of Mr. John Beggs. where he re- 
viewed tke parade. The visiting clubs 
were from all of this part of the State, and 
formed a procession overa mile long. Bandanas 
were carried by ail, and banners with party 
mottoes and campaign issuss, tersely stated, 
while wagons with young ladies and girls and 
laboring exhibits added to the variety of the 
proceasion. The bandana parasols carried by 
several cluba served to protect them somewhat 
frem the drizzing rain and made a handsome 
appearances as well, After the procession the 
crowd called tor a speech, and Judge Thurman, 
standing on.Mr. Bege’s tront porch, gaid: 

** Of course you den’t expect a speesh at this 
time.

After dining Judge ,Thurman was driven in a 
carriage drawn by gayly-decorated gray horses 
through the crowded streets to the still more 
crowded fair grounds.

JOHN WLNTWORTH DYING. 
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A NOTED CITIZEN OF CHICAGO ON GIS 
DEATHBED. : 

CuicaGco, Oct. 15.—John Wentworth, the 

well-known pioneer, politician, and capitalist of 


Chicago, 1s now 80 ill that a late hour to-night 


his physicians do not believe he can live until 
morning. Heis atthe Sherman House, which 
he has long made his home,and tbere he is 
gradually sinking, not frem any particular dis- 
ease, but rather from the general failing of the 
system which comes with old age, for Mr. Went- 
worth is in his seventy-fourth year. He 
was born in Sandwich, N. H., March 
15, 1815, of an old New-England family. 
He finished his edueation at Dartmouth 
College,and in 1836 came to Chicago. From the 
very first he was a prominent figuro in the place. 
He became editor of the Democrat and did muon 
to secure acity charter for Chicago. He was 
the first corporation printer of Chicago, and 
afterward held many oftices of municipal trust. 
In 1841 he was admitted tothe Bar. In 1843 he 
was elected to Congress and served several 
terms afterward. In 1844 he was a mem- 
ber of the_ Baltimore Convention which 
nominated Polk, and aisogof the _ con- 
vention in 1848 which nominated Cass, 
He was Chairman of the committee which 
called the River and Harbor Convention in 
Chicago in 1847. in 1857 he was elected 
Mayor of Chicago, and during his term founded 
‘the present Fire Department of thecity. He 
was again elected Mayor in 1860, and from that 
time on served in many important local offices, 
doing much to preserve order in the trying 
times of war days, when a rebel raid was 
planned on Camp Douglass. 

In 1880 he was sent to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, and he always took a great 
interestin politics. Mr. Wentworth was mar- 
ried in 1844 to Roxanna Marie Loomis of Trey, 
N. Y. Butoneof their children, Miss Roxanna 
Atwater Wentworth, is now living. Dartmouth 
College conferred upon Mr. Wentworth the de- 
gree of LL. D. in 1867,and in 1883 he was 

. elected President of the Alumni Association of 
the college. He teok a great interest in the his- 
tory of Chisago, and wrote many essays upon 
it which are quoted as standard authority. 








MUST REMAIN IN CANADA. 

NIAGARA FA.Lus, Ontario, Oct. 15.—Fong 
Tang, a Chinaman, age 27, without a eue, 
and dressed in English clothing, accompanied 
by his English wife, age 22,from Toronto, ar- 
rived here from that city this afternoon en 
route for New-York.

They were told at Toronto that they could get 
threnghb all right. Her husband found business 
in his line dull im Toronto, and her father, 
Myers McEmber of New-York, whe owns 
a cigar and tobacco store in that city, and 
who is an old man, wished them to 
come down and live with him, when he would 
give the store to Fong to make a living. The 
old man wished them te come at once, as Mrs. 
Tane’s mother was dying of consumption and 
wished to see ber daughter. Her father and 
mother were English, and came to Toronto when 
she wasachild. They lived there until about 
four years ago, when they moved to New-York. 
They were yisited by the four other detained 
Chinamen, who condoled with them. 
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A VIOTORY FOR THE HEIRS. 
Detroit, Mich., Oct. 15.—Judges Jackson 
and Severns this merning rendered their de- 
cision in the famous Herace J.’Perrin will case. 
Perrin died intestate: March 1, 1880, leaving 
about $800,000 worth of property. At the time 
of his death he was 50 years of age. Although 


never well balanced mentally, he was a man of 
great thrift and business acumen. He settled 
in Marshall in 1846 and lived there until his 
death. He started in business by keeping a gen- 
eral store, and increased his ‘business until he 
was engaged in mining, manufacturing, and 
milling. @ never married. At the time of his 
death and frem 1867 16 was claimed that he was 
insane. His only immediate heirs were the 
Plaintiffs, but previous to his death he con- 
veyed to the defendants, who were collateral 
heirs bearing his family name, 62 parcels of 
land worth over $200,000. The plaintiffs tiled 
a bill in equity to have these eonveyances set 
aside, on the ground of incempetency, undue 
influence, aud fraud. The case occupied the at- 
tention of the court nearly all of last week and 
was finally concluded Saturday. This morning 
Judges Jackson and Severns announced that 
they found the plaintiffs’ elaims of fraud, undue 
influence, and incompetency sustained, and set 
aside the conveyances. Lhe defendants will ap- 
peal te the Supreme Ceurt of the United States.

Down-town business men will not ask 
Mr. Hewitt and,:Mr. Grant to withdraw from 
the Mayoralty raee, either because they think

Other reason. That was settled yesterday. The 
Cleveland and Thurman business men decided 
that their clubs had been organized solely to 
support Cleveland and Thurman. This dis- 
poses of Joseph J. O’Donohue’s so-called at- 
tempt to unite the opposing factions; and it is 
now generally accepted as true that Mr.

One evidence of the truth of this 
conclusion is found in the fact that 
Mr, O’Donohue, Commissioner Croker, and ex- 
Commissioner John D. Crimmins met on Sun- 
day in Durland’s riding aeademy, and that Mr. 
O’Doenohue showed no such animosity to Mr. 
Croker as he has been expected to show to a pol- 
itician who had prevented him frem getting the 


uomination for Mayor he. has been seeking for 
many years. The cenyersatien of the gentlemen 
was long and pleasant, but it only happened, as 
Mr. Croker said last night. because he bad gone 
to the academy to take a riding lesson. 

The question now recurs as to whether there 
will be a union between Tammany and the 
County Democracy on the Congressional, As- 
sembly, and Aldermanio tickets. The settle- 
ment of this is largely affected by the action 
which Tammany has already taken in nomi- 
nating candidates for Cengress in the Sixth, 
Eighth, and Thirteenth Districts.

The resolution referred to 1s the one adopted 
by the County Democracy’s Executive Com- 
mittee last Friday night. 

An interesting meeting of the Young Men’s 
Demoeratic Club was held at the Hoffman 
House last night, but through a concession 
made by the admirers of Mr. Hewitt it was far 
trom being as lively as it was expected to be. 
The matters appointed for discussion were 
three resolutions refer to loeal pelitics.

The discussion of these matters and their final 
determination were deemed so important by the 
Tammany men that in the course of the meet- 
ing of the Tammany Hall Committee on Organi- 
zation it was announced that all persons present 
who belonged to the Young Men’s Democratia 
Club should hurry to the meeting at the Hoff- 
man House. A let of them hurried, so thas 
there was a pretty fair division between Tarm- 
manyites and County Democrats at the meeting. 
There was much talk there indulged in by the 
movers of the resolutiona—J. H. Y. Arnold, E.

All the speakers for the meeting 
have not been selected, but among them will 
be Congressman Bourke Cockrau and W. P. C. 
Breekinridge. A strong speech was made by 
Mr. J. Fairfax McLaughlin in moving that 
Tammany Hallshould print circulars showing 
the names of the Democratic Electors and dis- 
tribute them through the city fer the informa- 
tion of voters. 

To show the great fondness of Tammany for 
the business men who were expected to ask Mr. 
Hewitt to withdraw, but who did nut, the com- 
mittee decided to offer them the use of Tam- 
many Hall for a mass meeting. 





WARNER MILLER’S TOUR. 

Hupson, N. Y., Oct. 15.—Warner Miller 
the Republican candidates tor Gevernor, whi: 
intends to make speeches in the chief cities ol 
the Hudson River Valley this week, arrived 
here this afternoon. He was welcomed at the 
station by ex-Senater Hoysradt, ex-Assembly- 
men Johnu C. Hogeboem and John E. Gillett and 
other leading Republicans of Hudson.

BLAINE ON THE SURPLUS 


HE ASSAILS MR, HAIRCHILD'S 
: POLICY. \ 
THE SURPLUS ‘‘NURSED” FOR PARTY 
REASONS—HE FAVORS BOND PUR- 
CHASES AND DENOUNCES BANK 
DEPOSITS. 

NewW-ALBANY, Ind., Oct, 15.—Inclement 
weather interfered somewhat with the demon- 
stration nere to-day over the arrival of James 
G. Blaine, Gen. A. P. Hovey, Corp. Tanner, Gen, 
Kiag, and A. Snowden. Toward noon the rain 
abated. Thousands of visitors from Louisville, 
Jeflersonville, Charlesten, Madison, Corydon, 
and other neighboring points tramped about the 
muddy streets, At 9 o’olock Mt. Blaine and 
Gen. Hovey held a public reception at the 
Windsor Hotel, around which severa)l thousand 
people clamered. After shaking hands for an 
hour Mr. Blaine thanked thé assemblage for 
their cordial welcome and returned to ex- 
Congressman Cuiberson’s residence, where he 
received many callers during the day. 


Mr. Biaine reviewed the parade this afternoon 
from the baiceny of Mr. Culberson’s residence, 
The mass meeting was held ai the intersection 
of Eleventh and Market streets. Mr. Biaine 
arrived at 3:30. Owing to the dampness he 
did not remove iis heav, overevat, aud early in 
his address asked permission vo replace his .at, 
and the big audience yelled itd approval, ery- 
ing, ** Yes, yes; that’s all rignt; pat your hat 
on, Blaine, and don’t eatch cold,” &. Ha was 
in good voice and spoke as follows: 


Mk. CHAIKMAN: Allow me, first of all, to return 
my thanks for your most cordial welcome, se elo- 
quently expressed by your representative, Mr. 
Dowling. Irespoecd to what he savs. and say for 
myself that, though a thousand miles from home, I 
am stillat hoine. (Cheers.) I am at home wher- 
ever that tlag floats. [Cheers] I am at home 
wherever the popular mass comes together to up- 
hold the Republican standard. (Cheers. ] 

Last Wednesday at Goshen, Ind, 1 stated that 
Mr. Havemeyer, the President of the Sugar [rust 
had appeared before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee when the Tariff vill was up, and according to 
benator Allison, had gecurei an arrangement by 
which $6,000,000 were put into the pockets of the 
trust. Mr. Mills, Chairman o: the Ways and Means 
Committee, in a special card printed this morning 
in the Louisvillo prpers, denies that Mr. Havemeyer 
ever appeared befere the committeo, or that any 
auch arrangement as I have spoken of was mace 
for his benetit. I do not know what Mr. Mills 
means by this denial, unless it is that Mr. Have- 
meyer never appeared before the full committee 
when in regular session. Ifhe means that he did 
not appear before members of the committes in the 
committee room, then he 1s contradicted, not by 
myself, but bv the Conyresstonat Record. On page 
6.503 of the Congressionat Record for the current 
session, issued on July 10,a debate 18 reported in 
which Mr, Breckinridge of Arkansas, @ member oft 
the Waysand Means Committee, admitted that he 
had invited Mr. Havemeyer and his attornoy tothe 
room of the Committee on Ways and Means on the 
lzth of April, to taik over the sugar tariff; and Mr. 
Breckinridge of Kentucky, another member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, admitted having met 
Havemeyer and his attorney at another time. All 
that I stated is substantiated by what I now quote, 
and, im consequence, the sugar standard was 
changed from No. 13, originally reported and 
printed in the Tariff bill, to No. 16, as reported by 
the Ways and Means Committees, and passed the 
House, and it was in this change that Senator 
Allison finds the $6,000,000 that Mr. Mills’s com- 
mittee put into the pockets of the trust. I may 
take r. Mills’s denial, if he chooses, that Mr. 
Havemerer never appeared before him; but here 
were two members of the Ways aud Means Commit- 
tee who openly acknowledged that they had heard 
not only Havemeyer but his attorney, and the at- 
torney was skilied in every feature of the sugar tar- 
iff, nad vot only knew what points were aivantage- 
ous tothe Government but also kuew atill better 
what points were advantageous tothe trust. The 
latter points seem to have been adopted by the 
Ways and Means Committee, though perhaps Mr. 
Mills did not know it. | Laughter and cheers. ) 

I tind also in the papers to-day a report of a Demo- 
cratic meeting in New-York before which Mr. Fair- 
child, the Secretary of the Treasury. appeared to 
defend his policy of loaning sixty millions of the 
people's money to certain pet banks without inter- 
est. His defense consists chiefiy in proving that I 
overstated the amounts those banks could make out 
ot tnat transaction. He says thatI calculated the 
interest on the whole sixty millions, whereas the 
banks are compelled to keep 25 per cent. of it in 
their vauits.. Poor banks! Whata hardship they 
have to endure, [Laughter ana cheers.) 1 think 
Mr. Fairchild's answer is positively amusing; and 
it recalls to me the soliloquy of the men who drew a 
ten-thousaud-dollar prize ina lottery a few years 
ayo, when the habit was to deduct 16 per cent. before 
paying the amount. ‘“ How lucky it was,” said he, 
“thai Idd not draw twenty thousand. It would 
have ruined me to pay the premium.” [Laughter.) 
Mr. Fairchild does not frankly and manfully con- 
front the issue. Hedoes not state to the people 
how the banks could afford to buy Government 
bends when the Government itself could not afford 
it. If it wasan advantageous proceeding for these 
banks to invest $60,060,000 in Government bonds, 
why Was it notstill ore advantageous for the Gov- 
ernment to do it? [(Cheers.] fT ag this ques- 
tion upon Mr. Fairchild, for he has not an- 
swered why, the banks could make 2 to 
249 per cent. upon the purchase of United States 
fours the Treasury Derartment could net make as 
much, [chee s] when by doing what the banks did 
he could have wiped out $60.000,000 of the public 
debt [(Cheers.] I press this question, not only be- 
cause te is a pertinent question, but it is a question 
asked by one of Mr. Fairchild’s most distinguished 
predecessors. When a surplus was ip the Treasury, 
during the Administration of President Pierce, S5ea- 
retary (iuthrie applied it to the payment of the 
Mexican war debt, not yet due, and the same was 
repeated the first six months of President Buchan. 
an’s Administration by Secretary Howell Cobb, 
when the premium went as high as 14 per 
cent. for the bonds they anticipated. eC: 
retary Guthrie was criticised for payiig a 
premium for these bonds, and he asked the very 
question [ repeat to Mr. Fairchild. He asked wh 
those Government bonds were not worth as muc 
to the Treasury Department as to any purchaser in 
Wall-street, [avyplause,}] and that is the qnestion + 
whieh [ask Mr. Fairchild to-day in the name of 
Secretary Guthrie, for he was one of the abiest 
financiers who has administered the Treasury De- 
partment since Hamilton, But while Democratic 
Secretaries before the war would anticipate, even 
with a premium of 14 per cent., the payment of the 
national debt, Mr. Fairchild intimates that he will 
not go above 10814 for the whele body of 4% per 
cent. bonds stili out. It was suggested that 
he might make 2 per. cent, He denies 
it, anc says that e can only make 
1.65 per cent., as if that were not worth picking u 
on $100,000,000. Gen. Harrison made a well- 
grounded accusation and used a happy phrase when 
he accused the National Administration of “nursin 
the surplus.” If Mr. Fairchild had investe 
$60,000,000 in United States bonds it would not 
have rig ech in the surplus, but if he loaned it to 
the pet banks it still appears as part of the frightful 
surplus, to get rid of which the people must destroy 
the protective tariff There {s @ very suggestive 
point bearing on that to which I beg Mr. Fair- 
child’s attention. Between March 4, 1884, and 
June 380. 1886. @ year and four months 
from President Clevelaud’s inanguration, the 
aufplus in the Treasury increased $95,100,000, 
and the public debt was only reduced $50,000.000. 
Of. this $50,000,000, $44,500,000 was a compulsory 
purchase for the sinking fund. The further fact is 
revealed that there was at that very date $50,000,- 
000 of 3 per cent, bonds that could have been called 
in at par, and that they were left in the hands of uhe 

rivate holders drawing interest, and in order that 

le bug: bear of the surplus might be raised, and, as 
Gen Harrison says, “carefully nareed.” (Cheers. ]} 

You will all recall all that during the campaign 
of 18¥4 almust every D -mocratic orator and journal 
declared that the Republicans had $400,000 000 of 
idje money in the Treasury, and one ef tiie objects 
in turaing the Republicans out was to set free that 
$400,.000,000. I never heard one of them put the 
gum less. But when they got into power they 
found no surpius at all, because the Kepubiicans 
had constantly applied whatever surplus there was 
to the purchase of Government bonds and the re- 
duction of the public debt. I think during the last 
two years of President Arthur’s Administration 
nearly $200,000,000 of the debt was paid olf. But 
immediately the policy of President Cleveland’s Ad- 
ministration was to accumulate a surplus, and they 
proceeded to have ohe, even when bonds were 
“on call’ at par and millions were lying idle in the 
Treasury, [Cries of * Tnat’s so!’’) and at last, when 
pressed to purchase, the Secretary of the Treasury 
intimated a lack of authority, because the law for 
purchasing bonds at a premium was contained in a 
Clause attached to an appropriation bill, and 1 be- 
lieVe the Presi ‘ent aided the Secretary of the ! réas- 
ury in discrediting the forc« and the validity of this 
enactment, as though a ciause on an appropriation 
bill was not just as strong a piece of law as if were 
& separate statute. I suppose that the Presi- 
dent and Secretary forgot, when 
questioning the strength of this form of 
legisiation, that the President’s salary of 
$50,000 was enacted really in a clause attached to 
an appropriation bill. [Laughter and cheers.| I do 
not believe that the President has had any scruples 
about (irawing a salary, (which certainly belonged 
to bim.) but the rizht to which rests precisely upon 
the same foundation as the authority to purchase 
bonds ata premiam. If the plea of a lack of au- 
thority were made seriously by the Treasury De- 
partment it must be termedesheer ignorance. ff it 
were not made seriously it deserves a sharper char- 
acterivation thau courtesy will permit me to apply.

C And 2 with a surplus artificially, studiously, 
and persistentiy piled up, the Democratic Admin.

THEY WANT BALLOL REFORM.

GOV. HILL DENOUNCED FOR VETOING 
THE SAXTON BILL. 

Tho supporters of ballot reform held a 
mass meeting at Couper Union last night to 
protest against the re-election of Gov. David B. 
Hill. A large, intelligent, and thoroughly order- 
ly audience filled the hall long before the meet- 
ing commenced. At the back of the platform 
was a printed motte: “We demand the Aus- 
tralian ballot. Secrecy kills bribery. Ballots 
furnished. at public expense kill the machine,” 
Capt, McCullagh and a large force of men were 
present to keep order in case any attempt 
shoulda be made by Hill heelers to disturb the 
meeting, but their services were unecessary. 
William McCabe presided, and among those 
present on the platform were Henry George, 
City Chamberlain William M. Ivins, Edward 
Matthews, Calvin Tompkins, W. T. Croasdale, 
Theo:lore L., De Vinne, E. L. Holloway, Chariés 
Colné, Jerome O'’Neiil, John H. Walos, Aueustus 
Levy, August Lewis, W. B. Scott, Berry Doblin, 
W. B. Chapman, George Wilson, Henry Hughes, 
H. Harding, 8t. John Levene, and W. P, Gusuch. 

City Chamberiain Ivins was the firat speaker, 
He at considerabie length deseribed the evils 
of the present system of balloting. He said that 
he was sorfy that the Repitblican Party was in 
such a minority in this city. If the great par- 
ties were more evenly divided thére woul! be 
better government in this city. Mr. Ivins 
pointed out the enormous expense which at- 
tached to the candidacy of any man for polit- 
icai office under the present system of balloting. 

* At the eleetion of two years ago,” he said, 
“our eyes were opened to the iniquities of this 
system. The bili known as the Saxton bill was 
then prepared and introduced into the As- 
sembly, It was passed by both Assembly and 
Senate and went te Goy. Hill for signature. I 
cannot do better than take Gov. Hill’s speech 
on this bill last week. He said it was nota 
labor measure. Who ever said it was! It avas 
a citizens’ bill) [Applause.] He said the 
bill was introduced by a Republican. What 
diflerence should that make to Gov. Hill, 
if he desired to administer government 
properly, 80 long ax the bill was just and had 

een passed by both branches of the Legislat- 
ure. This measure is not, as Gov. Hill says, un- 
tested; on the contrary, it has been tested not 
only in other parts of the world, but even in 
eur own country, as witness in Massachu- 
aetts, where a bill similar to that of Mr. Saxton’s 


has passed the Legislature and has become 


law.” 

Mr. Ivins went over the Saxton bill section by 
section, and considered very carefully the Gov- 
ernor’s objections to it, pointing out.the in- 
accuracy ef Gov. Hill's statements. ‘ The Gov- 
ernor stood here last Monday night,’ he 
continued, ‘‘and purposely misrepresented this 
bill to his constituency. Gov, Hill said: ‘I had 
no personal interest in vetoing this bill; it could 
be of no benefit to me,’ I say that his vetuing 
the bill was done for versonal motives. 
He is a product of the machine. He was 
working for & renomination as Gor- 
ernor, and knew that he could only 
optain the vote of Tammany Hall and the 
County Democracy by vetoing that bill. They 
run the machine in politics, aud they know that 


when the Saxton bill becomes law that pewer } 


will be broken. Whether we succeed now or 
whether we do not we shall go on with this bal- 
lot-reform movement, and year in and year out 
intend to present ballot reform bill to the 
Legislature until it becemes law.” [Applause,] 

Henry George was the next speaker, and was 
received with cheers. He said he was opposed 
to Hill because be perpetuated that system of 
election which degrades the American character 
and destroys the efficacy of our institutions. 
The only cure for labor troubles waa clean poli- 
tica, a system where the rich will have no advan- 
tage over the poor, a system where meney will 
have no power, but where brains and character 
will. [Applause.; “If we beat David B. Bill,” 
he cencluded, “because he beat the Electoral 
Reform bill, we will have that bill become law 
at the next session ef the Legislature.”

The fever seems to be abating. The local

Master Workman, to rescind his appeal for aid, 
which had been indorsed by Mr. Powderly, inas- 
much as the Auxiliary Sanitary Association 
have announced threugh the press dispatches 
that they have money enough to care for the 
sick and needy.

HELP THH HOSPITALS.

MEETING OF THE HOSPITAL SATURDAY 
AND SUNDAY ASSOCIATION. 

The Hospital Saturday and Suhday Asso- 
olation held its first meéting for the seasen in 
Bt. Liike’s Hespital last hight. The greater part 
of the evening was devotéd to a discussion of 
proposed changes in the by-laws of the organiza- 
tion having te do with the government of its 
meetings. Great satisfaction was expressed at 
the progress already made is the dollection of 
funds tor the next general distribution, the in- 
dications being that the public would respond 
as generously if not more so than itdidin 1886, 
when more than $53,000 was received into the 
treasury. The question of admitting dispensa- 
ties which are attached to hospitals has been 
long earnestly discussed by the asecolation and 


had been referred to a committee. Last nigh 
the latter reported in faver of such a step, an 
outlined a plan according to which the attached 
dispensaries might share in the distribution. 
The association regarded the suggestions with 
satisfaction bu’ took no decisive actien. 

The annual wohert which was presented by 
the association last night contained the first 
statement by ft, as a body, concerning the unr- 
fortunate disagreement with the Presbyterian 
Hospital jast December which caused so much 
comment at the time. After giving the corre- 
spondencé which took place between the hos- 
pital and the association cencerning the appor- 
tionment of the funds, whicn tinally led to the 
witbdrawal of the Presbyterian Hospital from 
the association, the report refers to the regret 
which was experienced by the latter at the 
former’s action and the aprelprmons of a Con- 
ference Committee, which did not secure an un- 
derstanding. The report continues: 


“In 1874 a collection in-behalf of St, Luke’s 
Hospital was taken in 22 Episcopal churches, Two 
years later the benefits of the collection were ex- 
tended to other hospitals of that denomination, and 
Hospital Sunday having now passed vhe sécond 
stage of its evolution, the spirit oxprecee by the 

roject had so enlarged the views of its promoters 
That the idea of extending the movement so as to 
inelnde the entire community under its operations 
and embrace all the hospitals as sharers in it soon 
took a practical shape, and early in 1879 the repre. 
sentatives of 13 city hospitals, including the Pres. 
byterian es gh ot appointed a committes to secure 
the benefita of Hospital Sunday for all the hospitals 
in the city. While the Hospital Sunday move- 
ment was still in its incipient stage, and 
before any association was formed, a@ resolu. 
tion was passed declaring that ‘each institution 
shall be left free to bring its own claims before the 
public in its own way immediately before the col- 
lection ig made.’ But the first collection havin 
been made with this rule, it became apparent tha 
under its operation a few of the more prominent and 
popular hospitals would benefit to so t and diss 
proportionate an extent that there would be Httle 
or nothing remaining for the less-known inatitu- 
tions, and that, if future collections were to be of 
general benefit, a different spirit and arrangement 
must pe developed. Accordingly, when the Hos- 
pital Saturday and Sunday Association was formall 
organized, F different intention + clearly ex- 
pressed in 1881 by the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

“ Resolved, That the representatives of the various 
hospitals connected with this association agree to 
cireulate no individual appeals in the various places 
of-worship, to influence the collection of hospital 
Saturday and Suniay. 

“The year seve ing (1009) the above resolution 
waa reaffirmed, with this added, viz.: 

** Resolved, That the circulation of envelopes and 
cards suggestive of, or i tbe to, specially des- 
ignated gifts on Hospital Saturday and Sunday be 
hereafter discontinued, as contrary to the spirit of 
our association. 

“In the year following the institution of aj Hospital 
Sunday among Episcopal churches on behalf of St. 
Luke’s the eory oh of the Presbyterian Huspital 
memoralized the Presbytery of New-York to recom. 
mend that an annual collection for the benefit of 
that institution be taken in the Presbyterian 
churches of the city. The time decided upon for 
taking the coMection was Thanksgiving Day, and 
while participation in it is not now so gereéral on 
the part of Presbyterian churches as it once was, 
this collection, as quite apart from Hospital Sunday, 
has been distinctively maintained to the present day. 
By this Thanksgiving Day collection the LS sn 
terian Hospita) sought to stimulate gifts to i{tself, 
vy enabling churches to endow free beds in that in- 
stitution on the installment plan; and when tho 
Presbyterian Hoepital became a member of the Hos- 

ital Saturday and Sunday Association, two churches 
Rad each arranged} tor the endowment of a bed by 
devoting their rages age Day collection 
year by year to that end. In course of time, 
and while a member of the Association, the 
Presbyterian Hospital, by bringing this installment 
plan to the notice of churches in various denomina- 
tions, in connection with Hospital sunday, secured 
other contributors to ita endowment fund in the 
manner explained, thereby furthering its exclusive 
interests at the expense of the other hospitals of the 
association, and making the list of churches whose 
Hospital Sunday collection was thus bound to the 
Presbyterian Hospital, at the time of its with- 
drawal, above 20.” 

Thus the dispute between the association and 
hospital stands with little chance of a modifica- 
tion of ay an by either. The repert continues 
with this interesting summary ef ths amounts 
received by the association last season:

IN A FEW DAs. 


A VOTE ON THE QUESTION TO BE TAKEN 


IN THE HOUSE TO-DAY—THE SENATE 
TARIFF BILL SHAM: 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Severtal Demo- 
cratic Senators and Representatiyes met in the 
Ways and Means Committése room this morh- 
ing and talked abowt the prospects for an early 
adjournment. It was announced that the Re- 
publican Senators expected to hold a formal 
conference very soon on the same subject, and 
it Was therefore decided te take no positive step 
toward adjournment until the Republicans had 
been heard from. Mr, Oates of Alabama, who 
concluded many weeks ago that it was time for 
Congress. to quit, was not at this conferenee. 
An hour or two later Mr. Oates rosein the 
House and offered a resolution providing 
foran adjournment sine die of both Houses at 
noon on Wednesday next. Accompanying the 
resolution was a preamibe, setting forth the 
fact that there was no quorum in either the 
Senate or House, and no probability that a 
quorum would be present during the rest ef the 
session, Mr. Oates called atiention to the fact 
that it would be u ° ess to refer his resolution 


to the Ways and Merns Committees, beeause that 
body was also without ajquorum. He was willing, 
however, to have the resolution iaid over for a 
day, su that members wight have timeto think 
and consult aboutit. Mr. Lanhain noticed that 
the preamble recited that no quorum was pres- 
ent, and he pointed out that such a statement 
itself defeated the resolution. Speaker Carlisle 
agreed with Mr. Lanham, and so Mr.Oakes with- 
drew the preamble, leaving the resolution to 
be acted upon to-murrew. It isa privileged 
matter, and the demand of a single member is 
sufficient to secure a vote uponit. Mr. Kilgore 
lias given notice that he will insist upon a vote 
to-morrow. The question ef adjournment, 
there‘ore, will be settled so far as 
the House is concerned within the next 
24 nours unless the members of the Ways and 
Means Com mittee who atill oppose adjournment 
are able to induce Mr. Kilgore and r. Oates 
not to press the resolution. They are not likely 
to succeed in the efforts which they are making 


-in that direction to-night, and there is no doubt 


that tho resolution will be adopted to-morrow. 

The Senate will then amend the résolution by 

putting in a later day in the week or poasibly 

an early day next week. The House will of 

necessity agree to the amendment, and the final 
urnment will be agreed upon. 


According te Senator Allison, who has charge 
of the Republican Tariff bill, there is‘ only one 
thing that can prevent a quick adjournment. 


If any Demoeratio member of the House makes 
aspeech against the Senate substitute, basing 
his eriticisms on the discoveries made by the ex- 
perts who are examining the substitute, the Re- 
publican Senators wil) insist upon remaining in 
session long enough to answer such a specch. 
Otherwise Mr. Allison agrees with Mr. Aldfieh 
and nearly every other Senator is the statement 
that the present session will end within the 
next six days. About 30 of the 76 Senators ara 
now in Washington, and every one of them is 
ready for an adjournment at once. The only ob- 
jections now come from 4 few Democratic Cen- 
gressmen, who still think it is good politics to 
keep the Republicans at the work of defending 
their high-tariff substitute in the Senate. Some 
of these are influential, but they ure too gmail 
in numbers to hold out against the eager desire 
of the majority to wind apa session which is 
now accomplishing nothing and cannot hope to 
do anything more. ‘

Gen. Wheeler 
gave his views to the House of Kepre- 
sentatives to-day in the ehape of a resolution 
which Mr. Dingiey and other Ke; ubiicans aié 
not listen to with pleasure. In the preambie to 
his resolution Gen. Wheeler pointed out that 
the Senate Tariff bill ‘‘1s more oppressive to the 
masses of the peepie and more in the interests of 
the monopolists than any measure ever pro- 
pused to any legisiative body of which we have 
arecord.” For this reason the Alabama Con- 
gressman proposed that the Democratic Repre- 
sentatives should pledge themselves to continue 
their efforts to defend the public against the 
unequal, unjust, and unwise legislatien which, 
if enacted into law, must inevitably check and 
limit the sale of American productsin foreign 
countries, stimulate and streagthen the opera- 
tion of combinations and trusts, and prolong, if 
not perpetuate, the subjection of the peo- 
ple te the exactions of aceéumulated cap- 
ita. He also preposead that the Demo- 
crats should maintain the contesf upon 
the floor of the House until the vietory was won 
or Congress came to an end under the constitu- 
tional limitation. Besides all this, Gen. Wheeler 
Bropeses that the Senate Tariff bill should be 

iscussed in the House so that its features 
might be exposed and made known to the peo- 
ple. Mr. Dingley insisted that a resolution of 
this sort was only fit for @ caucus, and he 
tried to have it ruled out, Speaker Carlisle re- 
minde@the Maine man that the Speaker could 
only see that the reselution was respectful in 
tone, and so, in spite of Mr. Farquhar’s objec- 
tion that it was in bad taste and in bad sense, 
the resolution was received and sent to the 
Committee on Rules, where it will be pigeen- 
holed and heard of no more.

THE FATAL BND OF A SUNDAY NIGHT'S 
SPREE. 

Pirtsrie bd, Mass., Oat. 15.—John Waters 
éf Adaifis, Mdss., was Rilied near his own house 
ih the HOTthéast part Of the town iast night by 
alialf dozen young roughs, whe had a quarrel 
with him in a house near where Waters lived. 
Waters, tegother with Dwight Sherman, Martin 
Boyle, James A. Boyle;Napoleon Reeves, and 
Louis Tardy, went into James A. Boyle’s house 
Sunday night about 8 o’clock and had sévéral 

glasses of beer, when Mrs. Waters came to 
Boyle’s house &fter her husband. When she éame 
in she. was calied vile names by some of 
the men. Waters resented this and a sé- 
vere quarrel ensued. Mrs, Waters finally 
got her husband out of the back déor, and per- 





suadéd him to go home; which wis only a few 


yards away. As Waters and his wife came 
around to the front of the house, they met tho 
men who had been drinking with him in Boyle’s 
heuse, Then began the quarrel, Mrs. Waters 

ed to her heuse and her husband attempted to 
ellow her, but he was caught by some of the 
party and thrown tothe ground. When hé got 
Up.one of the other ruffians struék him in the 
back of the head with a stone or olub, and fract- 
ured his skull. 8 was again struck op the 
head, and Whéh hé reached the door of hik own 
house he fell dead. His wife thought that he had 
enly fainted, and sent to the village of Adams 
for Sheriff Tinney, who came up immediately. 
He went to Waters'’s house, where he found the 
man dead. He then telephoned to Medical Ex- 
aminer Brown of North Adams, who came down 
in thé night and viewed the body. 

In the méantime Sheriff Tinhey had managed 
to capture four of the men inthe party which 
killed Waters, and with the aid of several officers 
he loeked them up. James and Martin Boyle 
Sherman, and Reeves were arrested and locked 
up, bar Farhad escaped and has not been ecapt- 
ured. he prisouers were brought to the 
Adams District Court this morning, waere they 
were arraigned on the chatee of muféer. They 
pleaded not guilty and were taken to the Pitts- 
Le Jail without bail. They will be brought 
beforé the court on Wednesday, when District 
Attofney Hibvard will bave them examined.

CANNOT FIND A CLUE. 


DETECTIVES UNABLE TO FIND ANTO- 
NINO FLOCCOMIO’S ASSASSIN. 

Not a ray of light has yet been shed on 
the identity of the assassin who dealt Antenino 
Floccomio his death thrust Sunday evening on 
the corner of Third-avenue and Eighth-street. 
Detectives of the Fourteenth Precinct, at work 
op the case yesterday, made three arresta, but 
Ko definite vine was obtained. Little more was 
learned than that Floccomlo had dined with a 
party of Italians at Canizzaro & Sabatino’s 
restaurant at 8 St. Mark’s-place, and had left 
there a ehort time before his dead boay was 


found, and that the knife found near the dead 
Mav was the property of that estavlishment. 

One of the arrested men is befress Schegai, 
& waltor in the restaurant, who sald to Coruner 
Eidman that Sabatino had accompanied Floc- 
comio from the restaurant along with five 
others. Sabatino denies this. He said he ieft 
by the back way after Fioceomio had gone, and 
did not see him afterward. Both he and his 
partner, Canizzaro, are under arrest. The story 
of the waiter that Fleccomio had teft the res- 
tauraut in company with six other Italians was 
denied iu the afternoon when one of the dinner 
party, F. Aita, was arrested. He said that 
Floccomio left the restaurant entirely alone, 
and a long time before the departure of the 
others. 

The police regard with suspicion the stories 
of all the Ponca they having been more or 
less contradictory in severa) important particu- 
lars. Canizzaro and Sabatino were committed 
to the Tombs to await the inquest. Aita was 
locked up last night in the Fourteenth Precinct, 
and Scheggi, the waiter, was sent to the House 
of Detention. 

About four years ago Floccomio was arrested 
and charged withthe murderof an Italian named 
Carnette Garace. Several ef the murdered man’s 
friends appeared as witnesses against Fioveowio, 
swearing that they had seen him follow Garace 
to Staten Island from this city. Upon trial of 
the case the prosecution did not succeed in fixing 
the crime on Fioccomio, and the jury acquitted 
him, This, it is said, was such adisappointment 
to the dead man’s friends that they vowed they 
would accomplish the revenge which the law 
had denied them. Upon this statejof facts the po- 
lice advanée the theory that the murder of Sun- 
day night was the outgrowth of a long-standing 
grudge, and that Floccemio was killed by the 
avengers of Garace. 

Deputy Coroner Scholer ysstetday held an 
autepsy on Floccomio’s bedy and found a stab 
wound between the fifth and sixth ribs, and 
gave as his opinion that death was due to in- 
ternal hemorrhage, resulting from this. 





A BOY OF SIX SHOOTS HIS MOTHER. 

READING, Oct. 15.—News reached here 
to-day of a terrible atfair which took place at 
the house of William Morgan in Donaldson, 
Schuylkill County, last night. Mrs. Morgan was 
sitting in arocking chair in the dining room 
nursing @ 6-months-eld child. Her 6-year-old 
son named Willie took an old shotgun from a 
closet unseen by the mother. The boy had no- 
ticed his grandfather remove the eap, and the 
littlé fellow climbed upon a chair and secured 
another cap from ashelf. This hé put on the 
uipple of the guh, which was alréady loaded. 

6 next cocked the gun, aimed it direotiy 
toward his mother, and, when about 15 feet 
away, cried out, “Look out, mamma, I’m a cow- 
boy, ana I’m going to shoot.” With these words 
he fired. His alm was good, and the entire 
charge of shot éntered the face, head, 
breast, and cheat ef the mother; and the back 
and head of the infant. The bdlood spurted in 
every direction and the mother fell unconscious 
to the floor. Then the boy realized the terrible con- 
sequence of his act, and said he wished he was 
dead. A physician was sent for,and@ he ex- 
tracted eight of the shot. .Then the physician 
was compelled to stop probing, for mother aud 
child were too weak for him to csontinue bis 
6xamination.

QUINN AND HIS FELLOWS LODGE COM- 
PLAINTS AGAINST THEIR VICTORS. 

Master Workman James E. Quinn of Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 49, William Layden, Thomas 
Purcell, and other members of No. 49 who had 
been surprised in their sleep and thrown out 
of Pythagoras Hall early en Sunday morning 
by the anti-Quinn faction, went yesterday to 
Essex Market Police Court and swore out war- 
rants for the arrest of George W. Dutiti, John 
Fitzgerald, Richard Cooney, and others of tusir 
enemies on charges of assault and battery with 
intent to inflict bodily harm, if not to commit 
murder. The anti-Quinnites heard of this and 
huted up Detective Connors, with whom they 
went to the court before Justice Furd and sur- 
reniéred themselves. 

The examination was set down for the after- 
noon, when most of the beilizerents appeared, 
Mr. Quinn had a swollen jaw, Delegate Koarney 
had a peepee’ uf plaster under the eye, Tom 
Purcell had a black eye and a head smetherad 
in bandages, and another Quinnite also had hia 
head tied up. Fitzgerald, one of the alleged as- 
sailants, for whom a Warrant was issued, did 
bar appear. 

homaa Purcell madd a formal complaint 
against Philip MeGrath atid Richard Connolly, 
and Bryan 8. Kearney did the same against 
George W. Dunn and Cooney. 

When the case waa called up Dunn asked for 
& postponement of the examination fora week 
at least, so as to give the defendants time to 
procure counsel anid the witnesses to the affray. 
Counsel for the Quinnites wanted the case to go 
on, but Justice Ford thonght that as no more 
harm was to be done it was but fair to givo the 
aceused an opportunity to defend themselves, 
and set the examinatien for Monday afternoon, 
and held the defendants each in $500 bail, 
which was furnished bs 6x-Alderman Farley. 

Pbilip McGrath is orthy Foreman of No. 
49, and since the split hae been acting as Master 
Workman of the anti-Quinnites. He offered to 
Tesign his offiee .1f Quinn would resign his and 
agree to have the District Assembly elect new 
officérs. The offer was not accepted. 

McGrath then declared that he would not 

allow any of the local assemblies that support 
Quinn to hold theit meetings in Pythogras Hall 
until the fight is settled, lest they might invade 
the place in large numbers and recapture it. 
. D. J. Naughton ef the anti-Quinnites said that 
Dyer D. Lum, who claimed toe fepresent No. 49, 
and 4 man named Furrier, who claimed to fep- 
fesent Typographical Union No. 6; ealled yes- 
terday at the Republican National Headquar- 
ters and told Mr. Quay that if the National 
Committes would assume the mvirtgage on 
Pythagoras Hall Quinn and hia heticiimen would 
take the stump for the Republican Party and 
would seeure for it 10,000 votes from No. 49. 
The men were referred to the man who has 
eharge of the Republican labor bureau, and he 
declared them te be frands. 

Quinn swore yesterday that he will yet get 
possession of the building. His enemies replied 
that they would rather see it in the hands of a 
Receiver. e

DISOUSSING THE DEMURRER. 

Argument was had yesterday before 
Judge Andrews, in Supreme Court, Special 
Term, on a demurrer to the complaintin L B. 
Newcombe & Co.’s suit against the Chieago and 
Northwestern Railipad Company and Joha 
Bloodgeod and Willffm A. Lattimer, both indi- 
viduaily and as Executors of the estate of Will 
jam Lattimer.

‘DASH RAOKS IN HARNESS AT 
FLEETWOOD. 
\& NEW THING IN HARNESS RACES THAT 
. GIVES EVERY PROMISE OF MAKING 
A POPULAR SPORT. 

A good crowd of gentlemen interested in 
trotting horses went to the Fleetwooa track yes- 
terday to see the innovatien in trotting matches 
advoeated by THE TIMES last Winter put toa 
test. The racing was under the auspices of the 
Driving Club of New-York, which gave purses 
of $100 in each of the five races trotted. So 
many of the trotters who have been campaigning 
during the Summer have been turned out in 
order to give them a much-needed rest that the 
flelds except in one race were small. Still the 
contests, if not intensely exciting, proved beyond 
the shadow of doubt that dash races for 
harness horses—trotters or pacers—can be 
made avery decided success, and productive of 
sportthat will be more interesting as a whole 
than the tedious three in five heat races which 
are now the only races in vogue, except at 
breeders’ mectings, where heats, best two in 
three, are arranged for the youngsters. The 
trouble with the heat races has been the rule 
whioh permits a driver to “lay up” a heat—that 
is, pull his horse in one heat. The same opper- 


tunity for pulling a horse is offered in 
heat races as conducted yesterday, when 
one horse, Perplexed, was allowed to 
participate in three of the dashes. A 
programme for an afternoon’s sport of 
dash races should previde that no horse shall 
startin more than one race. which would be 
pretty certain to produce honest races. Some 
such provision would certainly be made if a 
mneeting for horses te trotin dash races only 
was tobe held, and the betting public would 
then find ample protection from jobbery such 
asis now unquesisonably indulged in in heat 
races where the betting is on the results of 
heats. Other trotting associations will finda 
profitable sport in the kind of races first tried 
at Fieetwood yesterday. 

Col. Chester of the Turf, Field and Farm was 
the starter in the races started from the half- 
mile pole. President Alfred De Cerdova hold- 
ing the “echo flag,” ag the assistant starter’s 
flag was called. [n the judges’ stand the officers 
were J. 8. Smith, William Johnson, and William 
E. Parsous, the first named acting :s starter. 
George Floyd-Jones, the Secretary of the club, 
acted as clerk of the course, and the officers all 

erfermed their duties most satisfactorily. A 

alf hundred ladies occupied the elub-house 
balcony, and apparentiy enjoyed the sport as 
much as do the Jadies who form 80 .arge a pro- 
portion of the patrons of rnoning races. 

It took considerable time to start the opening 
dash at a half mile, as Bertha would not score 
up with the rest, but when the horses ald get 
away Governor Hill had no trouble in deteating 
histwo competitors very bandily by trotting the 
quarter in 0:34 and the half in 1:1142, coming 
home under a pull. 

Bulie was the favorite for the two-mile dash 
for the 2:40 class, but Red Star, the second 
choice in the betting, beat him very handily, 
after Ferdinand, who led for a mile and a half, 
had trotted himself out. Red Star won by -three 
lengths from Billie, who came strenug in the 
last halt mile, the latter a couple of lengths in 
front of Ferdinand and Charlie R., who were 
head and head in the last half dozen etrides. 
For some unaccountable reason the.judses gave 
Nellie H., who finished sixth in the field of 
seven, the third piace and Cbarlie R. the fifth.

A GREAT DEMAND FOR COOKER.

There 
is a boom in the coke trade  Every- 
body wants eoke, and in an effort to 
make the cars go around as nearly 
equal as possible gmong ‘those who are 
demanding thenl, many of the furnacemen can- 
not get as much coke as they want. ‘* Had 
no cars for you yesterday; have none for you 
to-day, but we hope to have some to-morrow” 
was the comforting telegram sent to a furnace- 
man in the Maboning Valley to-day by one ef 
the large coke firms.

THE SMALLPOX SCARE IN CANADA. 
Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 15,—The small- 

pox scare in this county is about over. It was 

feared that as Niagara was on the frontier the 

disease would be carrie inte the county and an 


epidemic would resuit. The only yiolent type 
of the disease was that of a woman taken at 
Niagara Falis, who was sent last week to Buf- 
falo to the hospital by the attending physician. 
The Buffalo physicians were very angry, and 
have been trying to ascertain who the physi- 
cian was. The cases reported at Tonawanda 
have heen under controLof the dogtors, and 
were all of the mild type, A Canadian special 
to-day says that compulsory vaccination has 
been ordered in all the Niagara and Ontario 
frontier towns, including Fert Erie, Drummonds 
ville, Niagara Falls, Clifton, Niagara-on-the 
Lake, and even Toronto. The vaccination of 
travelers when thvy have remained in eities or 
towns where smallpox prevails,or even if they 
are ticketed from those points, has been insist- 
ed upen. The scare in Canada, however, is 
subsiding. Typhoid fever is quite prevalent in 
Tonawanda and other neighboring towns. 





THE GALT POISONING OASE. 
Toronto, Oct. 15.--In connection with 
the candy-poisoning case at Galt, Ontario, all 
doubt as to the nature of the erlme intended 
and in part committed has been set aside by the 


result of the analysis made by Dr, Ellis of this 
city. The analysis proves that almost every 
one of the candjes contained in the three pack- 
ages sent through the mail to the three different 
families in Galt contained atryehnine epough 
to killa man. The childrenin one of the fami- 
lies to which the sweets were sent ate some of 
them, and ene of she children, a little girl 
Bamed Meta Cherry, died, and a couple of oth- 
ers were saved with difficulty. Gevernment 
detectives have been busy at work ever since, 
but so far if they have oehtained any elues they 
have remained quiet about them, and have 
made apparently no progress in the task of 
catching the criminalL

FRAUDS AMONG WHHELMEN. 
—_—— o_O 
CONFESSION'OQF A DOUBLY - CROOKED 
AGREEMENT FOR A RACE. 
Boston, Oct. 15.—Excitement among 
wheelmen ran riot to-day. The disclosures of 
crookedness among the leading lights of the 
cycling world came with such force ard dis- 
tinctness as utterly to paralyze ali. To-day’s 
developments are these: “Senator’? Morgan 
makes a statement, in which he says, after 
describing the manner in which the match be- 

tween Rowe and Temple was arranged: 

“I drew up articles and went tu Lynn with 
a copy for Rowe's signature, and while talking 
with W. F. Allen (Rowe’s former trainer) on the 


Bireet, F. L. Alley came behind us and, touching 
me on the shoulder, said: ‘Can I speak to yout’ 
In Alley’s ear I said: ‘Yes; I am looking for 
either you or Rowe. I’ve been to Merrill & 
Whitten’s looking for you, { have articles for 
your signature,’ Stepping into a doorway near 
the Boston and Maine station, be said: 

*** Loek here, Morgan, you wil¢get no match 
out of ug for Money, and we won't go West. 
Why'not let us fix up a match and get good 
rates, and win them for the betting. Billy don’t 
care how things go. We need not keep up this 
quarreling, as it don't do us any good. 

‘‘I thought the matter over and said: ‘Meet 
me in Boston to-morrow and [ will think the 
mutter over.’ Rowe and Alley metme. The 
result was I[ listened to them, and made a mateh 
according to the articles Alley proposed.” 

Au agreement was drawn up in triplicate, ac- 
cording to Morgan’s story, providing tora pip: 
podrome. Morgan insisted that Temple should 
win the first race, but the others protested, 
Then Morgan and Temple agreed between them- 
selves that Temple should ride to win in the 
first race. By Alley’s persuasions, however, 
Temple ehanged his mind, and then signed a 
document givin Rowe the race ora two hun- 
ee and fifty-dollar forfeit. Morgan says fur- 

er: 

“On going to Hartford Alley assured me that 
the agreement would be strictly kept and big 
money would be wen, Two Boston sports were 
wagering large sums. My suspicions were ex- 
cited by the actions of some well-known gam- 
blers, and I went for Alley and secured the fol- 
lowing in his own hand:

Describing the race, Morgan says: ‘‘ Rowe 
asked Temple not 'o beat him more than a foot, 
but when within 250 yards of the finish Rowe 
eparted for ali he was worth, taking a Jead from 
the unsuspicious Temple that made it 1mpossi- 
ble for the latter to win.” 

Morgan concludes: “Now this is the whole 
story. We are out, of course, but the other 
party, fearing thatI would give it to the press, 
got im their story first, or at least a portion of 
it, and after consultation with two or three of 
my most respected Boston friends, I have made 
up my mind to pooket my indignation at kowe 
and swallow the loss, although it took every dol- 
lar I had. This was done to save the repute of all 
eoncerne:, and espectally thespert. Weregarded 
the matter as an agreement for our mutual 
benefit, and none of my friends were 
led astray. of course at ftiret they 
nearly believed that I had deceived them, for 
they could not believe that Rowe would throw 
one, and their suspicions hurt me more thar the 
loss of my money. I am heartily ashamed of 
my part in the business, and it 1s doubtful if 
Temple will ever ride again, so keenly does he 
feel his posttion, Rowe has been discharged by 
the Pope Manufacturing Company, who declare 
they will employ no more professional riders.”

A PROPOSED HUDSON RIVER BRIDGE. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The bill intro- 
duced in the House to-day by Mr. Farquhar of 
New-York by request confers upon Messrs. 
Rufus Hatch, Hugh R. Garden, Egbert L. Viele, 
Henry C. Davis, Moses B. Maclay, Charles D. 
Ingersoll, and George ©. Lee, their associates 
and successors, the right to erect. maintain, and 
operate a bridge, with suitable approaches 
thereto, beginning at any point in the city of 
New-York that shall be determined upon, and 
running thence over and across the Audson 
River into the State of New-Jersey, said bridge 
to be used for the passage of railroad trains and 
for other purposes. it is provided that the 
proposed bridge shall be constructed with a 
single span over the entire river between the 
pierjines in either State and at an elevation 
above high-water mark of at least 142 feet, and 
no pier or piers or other obstructions to naviga- 
tion of a permanent character shall be placed 
or built on the river between said pier lines 
under theact. The bill forbids any discrimina- 
tion against any raijroad or telegraph company 
using the bridge, and makes it a post route for 
the transmission of mails, troops, and muni 
tions of war. The pians for the bridge shall 
meet with the approval of the Secretary of War, 
who may make such regulations as he may 
deem necessary to protect the Hudson River 
from obstruction to navigation. The bridge is 
to be commenced within nine months alter the 
approval of the plans by the Secretary of War, 
aud finished within eigut years thereafter.

SALE OF DETROIT’S PLAYERS. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oot. 15.—Director Stearns of 
the Detroit Club left for Bosten and Philadelphia 
this morning, empowered to act as minister pleni- 
potentiary for the sale of eight of the Detroit play- 
ers. Before going he made the following statement: 
“There has not been any one sold yet. We have 
only had offers tor the players without closing any 
deals. I go to Boston with that*purpose. Boston 
wants Brouthers, Richardson, Bennett, Ganzel, and 
Thompson, and will probably getthem. Philadelphia 
wants White, Getzein, and Hanlon, and Pittsburg 
has its eye on Conway and Rowe. No deals have been 
cloaed and none will be until just before the League 
meeting.” The club has lost, he said, $15,000 this 
year, and the Directors think thisis too much for a 
steady diet. They are also serrowful as they look 
back avd contemplate that they cannot get more 
than $35,000 or $40,000 for the club, which, had it 
been soki When the peach blow of victory was on 
its cheek, would have brought $75,000. In fact 
they were offered that sum fur the club at the close 
of the season. 

Report places Boston’s bid for the five men named 
at $20,000, asserts that Pittsburg pays $8,000 for 
Rowe and Conway, asks the public to believe that 
Oleveland gives up #10,000 for the Detroit fran- 
chise and the players that are left over when the 
auction closes.

FLORIDA, TALKS ABOUT THEM. 

Dr. Paul Gibier of Paris, the French ex- 
pert in epidemics, who was sent by the 
French Government to investigate yellow fever 
in Havana, arrived in this city yesterday on his 
way to Jacksonville, Fla,, to make further in- 
Yestigations, He was not allowed to go to 
Jaeksonville by way of Tampa, so he had to 
come by way of New-York. Heis staying at the 
Hotel Martin, where he will rest for a few days. 


He said that he landed in Havana in Oetober | 


of last year. Previous to landing he had him- 
self inoculated twice with the yeilow fever mi- 
crobes which Prof. Domingos Freire of ‘Rio 


Janeiro claimed to have discovered ip the blood 
of yellow fever patients, The inoculation was 
made by means of a lancet in the arm, but he 
did not exverience any effects whatever for two 
er three days. On landing at Havana he de- 
eided to have the inoculation applied by means 
of a hypodermic syringe, as. prescribed by Prof. 
Freire, and afew dropa were injected beneath 
the skin, Thevirus began to aet in two or three 
hours, but it did not produce yellow fever symp- 
toms, * He became very ill, and had several at- 
tacka of syncope, and for three hours lay at the 
point of death, expecting every minute to 
breathe his last. 

In four or five days he began to rally, and as 
soon as he was able to walk abeut he visited the 
hospitals, especially the military hospital, 
where there were many virulent cases of yellow 
fever. The authorities offered him all the facil- 
ities they could, as he had very flattering let- 
ters of introduction, and he was thus enabled 
te prosecute his studies much better than he 
otherwise could have done, He examined the 
patients at every stage of the disease, and after 
death he dissécted the bodies anda searched 
everywhere for Prot. Freire’s micrytes. 

“Did you’ find them in the blood, as Prof. 
Freire teaches?’ Dr. Gibler was asked. : 

““No,” replied Dr. Gibier, “they were not in 
the blood at any stage of the disease nor after 
death.” ; 

He dissected bodies immediately after death 
and also several days after death, but found no 
microbes. Finally he searched the alimentary 
canal, Where cholera and other microbes are 
found, anda there he discovered what he believes 
are the genuine yellow fever microbes. 

Yellow fever, Dr. Gibier said, is a disease or 
the sea shore, especially in harbors in hot coun- 
tries wheredirt abounds, like thebay of Ha- 
vana. This microbe will developeven in sea 
water and will live there as long as five months 
in contact with other microbes, and is very 
tenacious of life. Although it cannot be killed 
by a temperature of 10° below zerv, centigrade, 
it will nod develop under 20° centigrade.

Mayor CHaPiIn of Brooklyn yesterday 
urged upon the Board of Aldermen of that 
city the importance of allowing competi- 
tion in the business of electric lighting and 
of giving its consent to the exercise of the 
necessary franchises by other companies 
than that nowin possession.

It is 
cheaper and easier for ‘contractors to drill 
deep holes and detach the rock: in large 
masses regardless of the Hmiting line. They 
did so in this case, and, notwithstanding! 
the plain language.of the. chief en-; 
gineer’s letter they : have been allowed 
nearly three-quarters of @ million dollars 
for rock taken from : the tunnel outside 
this line, Of course they should not be 
paid for this unnecessary ‘excavation, and 
‘the opinion of the Corporation Counsel, in 
spite of Controller O’BRIEN’s light-hearted 
remark that “it will be all right after elec- 
‘tion,”, will doubtless stand in law. The 
city has no desire to contribute this sum or 
any part of it to pay Davin B. H1v’s ex- 
penses in the present canvass, and every 
dollar should be recovered by withholding 
from-sums' now due or ceming due a suffi-, 
cient: amount to make good the city’s loss.

The United States Circuit Court atSan 
‘Francisco has rendered a decision in the 
Chinese exclusion cases, sustaining the act 
recently passed by Congress and holding 
that it applies to Chinamen who had left 
‘their own country at the time the act was 
passed and were on their way here with 
certificates entitling them to land as former 
residents. The position taken by Judge 
Sawyer is that the act‘of Congress took 
éffect as soon asit-was signed, and that itab- 
rogated all treaty stipulations inconsistent 
with its provisions from that moment. It 
therefore operates to exclude all Chinese 
laborers from the country without reference 
to the right of return provided for by 
treaty. The certificates issued conveyed 
no rights in themselves, but were mere 
instruments of evidence to identify those 
entitled to rights under treaty stipulations 
that. have ceased to exist. If this is a sound 
interpretation and application of the law, 
it only emphasizes the injustice of the 
act of Congress as it was passed, and-the 
propriety of the President’s recommenda- 
tion that it be supplemented by an act 
permitting those holders of certificates to 
land who set sail for this country before 
being notified of the withdrawal of the 
privilege. Thecase is to be appealed to the 
Supreme Court, but that will hardly benefit 
the six hundred who are already at San 
Francisco on board vessels or the seven 
hundred more who are om the way. These 
will doubtless be sent back, but there are 
thousands still in China who hold certifi- 
cates and who left the country relying on 
the faith of the Government which had 
agreed that they might return.

The establishment of a German protect- 
orate over Pleasant Island, just announced, 
means rather more than may at first be appa- 
rent. The islet, situated in the Pacific, thirty 
miles south of the equator, is not much more 
than a dozen milesin circumference. But 
it is one of fifteen forming the Gilbert or 
Kingsmill group, lying midway between 
the Marshall Islands, already annexed by 
Germany, and the-Ellice group, which is 
next to the Fijis. The protectorate over 
Pleasant Istand really means a protectorate 
over the whole Gilbert group, and the 
official announcement of it confirms a rumor 
already circulated. There are said to be 
35,000 people in the Gilbert archipelago, 
most of them converted to Christianity, and 
mainly through the instrumentality of our 
American missionaries or their Sandwich 
Island coadjutors. To:them itis one of the 
oldest and best-known fields of labor in 
this part of the Pacific. Presumably, the 
German protectorate will cause no serious 
interference with any American interests 
that may now be there.

THE PROTECTIONIST “ BOYCOTT.” 

One of the peculiar phases of the present 
political.canvass is the fierce intolerance of 
those whose interests depend on high pro- 
tective duties, or who fancy that their in- 
terests would be injured by a reduction of 
those duties, or who are under the delusion 
that the industrial and commercial interests 
of the country are benefited by the present 
system of oppressive taxation. Most of 
these men are to be credited with sincerity 
‘in their beliefs, even though their self-inter- 
est is at the bottom of their patriotism. 
They will not admit that any part ofthe 
profits which they: derive from excessive 
protection are unjustly obtained at the ex- 
pense of others, and have, in many cases at 
least, convinced themselves that they are 
right about that. They are persuaded in 
their own minds that what they think 
is best for their pecuniary interests is 
best for their workingmen and best for 
the country. Outof that persuasion, min- 
gled with a good deal of party feeling, has 
sprung an intense hostility to those who ad- 
vocate.a reform of the tariff for the relief of 
an overburdened people. Men ordinarily lib- 
eral and fair-minded have become intensely 
bigoted, intolerant, and unjust to opponents 
on this subject. Their sense of justice and 
rectitude has become so distorted that they 
treat those who differ from them as public 
enemies, give countenance to the most dis- 
honorable methods of political warfare, and 
are ready to coerce the political action of 
others in any way intheirpower. They are 
practically applying the “boycott” in pol- 
itics. 

A good deal has been reported of the dis- 
position of manufacturers to contrel the 
votes of the menin their employment. In 
many cases it shows itself only in the ex- 
ercise of influence. There are employers 
of large numbers of men who are looked up 
‘to by their workmen and whose opinions 
upon matters affecting their interests are 
respected.by them. Where these employers 
take pains to impress their views upon 
their workmen, to give them to understand 
how they ought to vote, to form or en- 
courage political associations among 
them, and spend money upon headquarters 
and equipments for them, they are able 
practically to cast the votes of their estab- 
lishments almost at will. At least there aro 
many of theseemployers who boast that they 
can and will do this, and that without any 
coercion or intimidation. There are others 
who use expressed or implied threats; who 
declare that their works will be shut down 
or wages reduced if the election does not 
result as they wish, their intent being to 
coerce their workmen into voting to please 
them. Some go sofaras to announce that 
their works will be closed before the 
election, and that the opening of them and 
the further employment of their men will 
depend on the result. 

But this system of political boycotting is 
not.confined to men in the employment 
.of protected manufacturers. It extends to 
their customers-and to those who have busi- 
ness with them, and is used by respectable 
menin trade against those who deal with 











| necassity for increasing their prices or de- 
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those men in the dry goods trade who 
handle the products-of protected industries. 
It is our firm belief that a judicious revision 
of the tariff, and especially a removal of 
duties on raw materials, would bene- 
fit this trade very greatly, but many 
of those prominently engaged in it 
go to great.extremes in their protection- 
ist ardor. And it is a fact that they are 
very lintolerant of tariff-reform sentiment 
in their own ‘ranks.or among those with 
whom they deal. It is obviously in their 
power to injure, at least fora time, those 
against whom they see fit to discriminate 
on account of their political sentiments. 
Great wholesale houses or a combination of 
them held together by a common feeling 
could easily inflict loss upon those te whom 
their trade is important, seriously embar- 
rass, or even ruin, them by hostile discrimi- 
nation. Boycotting ofthis kind is in actual 
use and the fear of it is excited on no incon- 
siderable scale. 

There could be no worse result of a public 
policy which builds up and sustains @ priv- 
ileged class, enabled by legislation to make 
profits out of their fellow-citizens, and ar- 
rayed by pecuniary ‘self-interest on one side 
of a political contest, than this use of in- 
fluence, of power over employés, of money 
and of trade relations, to corrupt, to coerce, 
to intimidate, and te sway the exercise of 
political rights. It introduces into polit- 
ical contests a most demoralizing element. 
A policy that produces such results is rad- 
ically wrong in principle and mischievous 
in consequences. It displaces reason with 
‘passion, patriotism with selfishness, and con- 
victions as to public well-being with expedi- 
ency as to immediate individual self-inter- 
est. All its evil methods are now at work in 
behalf of a party which is arrayed against 
the real interests of the whole people in 
defense of special interests for the enrich- 
ment of which the people are taxed. To 
permit this great combination of selfish- 
ness, this vast money power, to succeed in 
controlling the result of one election, 
would becalculated to fasten it upon the 
politics and the Government of'the-country, 
to the great peril of the people’s rights and 
of free institutions. 

THE CLOSE OF CONGRESS. 

Fifteen Senatorsiand some twenty-five 
members of the House are now the sole 
remnants of the Fiftieth Congress in actual 
attendance at Washington. Of course no 
business of any consequence can be trans- 
acted by such numbers. In the House 
practically nothing is done,.because a few 
gentlemen who have never before known 
what it was to have any real:power in that 
body, finding that they can block any 
measure by raising the point-of no quorum, 
take great delight in doing so. In the 
Senate there is much the same state of 
things, except that the veterans there do 
not often annoy each other with the point 
of order. One by one the Senators who 
choose to do so ‘“‘ speak their pieces” on the 
tariff question and go home. There is not 
now, and has not been for some time, the 
remotest probability of coming to a vote 
on the tariff. ' 

This extraordinary state of things has 
one result among others, viz., that the coun- 
try has quite ceased to regard the doings of 
Congress with any real interest. There 
was 3 certain curiosity felt as to how the 
Republicans would shape their Tariff bill, 
but when that haa been brought into the 
world it appeared that public interest ‘was 
directed rather to the fact of its birth than 
to its form or constitution. It has had 
practically no effect upon opinion, simply 
confirming some of the worst things in the 
Republican policy, while conceding that 
the revenue must be reduced, and that in 
reducing it the adherence to every part of 
the “ protective system” must, in spite of 
the declaration of the platform, be ‘‘surren- 
dered.” Now the fight for sound taxation is 
being vigorously fought before the people, 
and the transactions or mock transactions 
of the Senate have ceased to be of any real 
importance. When it shall have dwindled 
away completely, and a recess or an ad- 
journment shall have taken place, the inci- 
dent will hardly be noticed. 

Yet the first session of the.Fiftieth Con- 
gress is likely to take a place of a good deal 
of significance in the political history of 
the country, one not inferior to any that 
has been held since the war, with the ex- 
ception of that in which the momentous 
and threatening dispute over the Electoral 
votes in 1876 and 1877 was settled: The 
present Congress has witnessed the begin- 
ning of the end of a struggle over a false 
system of taxation that, in the actual con- 
dition of the country, had become a very 
grave evil and was bound to become still 
graver with every year. Heretofore, when 
the question of the tariff has occupied the 
thoughts of the people or of political 
leaders, it.has been a question of the degree 
to which the mistaken notion of limiting 
trade should be allowed to check the rapid- 

ity of the growth of a young industrial 
Nation whose vast reseurces were compara- 
tively undeveloped. To-day it is a question 
rather of how far that’ nation, with its re- 
sources still unexhausted and greater than 
ever before, but with its population im- 
mensely increased and its industries pro- 
ductive beyond any possible demands. of 
-the home marketjiphall be allowed to take 
its natural place in the commerce of the 
world. Itis now a question no longer of 
slower or more rapid advance, but of 
whether we shall go forward or fall back. 

Whatever protection has done or can do for 
industries that are really infants is not now 
pertinent to the \situation. Our industries 
are no longer of that sort. They are vast, 
‘complex, and mature beyond those of any 
people of the earth. In natural resources, 
in the extent and perfection of our ma- 
chinery, in the skill, ingenuity, and energy 
of our workmen, in the enterprise and vigor 
of our manufacturers we have no equal 
competitors anywhere. But over this great 
and powerful body of. industries it has 
come about that afew favored men, barri- 
caded behind our unjust laws, have ob- 
tained a baleful domination. THey control 
the production of the materials of nearly 
all the minor industries. By their free- 
dom from foreign competition, secured to 
them by the tariff, and their freedom from 
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on all the other ’ industries of the land a 
crushing taxation that makes‘the home mar- 


ket constantly less profitable, while it pre- - 


vents any access to foreign markets. Tho 
problem with which this Congress has had 
to deal is how to loosen the hold of this mo- 
nopolist aristocracy upon the industry of 
the counfry. The House, under the lead of 
the Administration, has proposed a bill the 
principle of which goes far toward the 
solution of the problem. It is for the peo- 
ple now to say whether they will avail 
themselves of that solution. 


BLAINE’S VIEWS ABOUT OOPPER. 
In his speech at Evansville, Ind., Mg. 
BLAINE drew a shocking picture of the con- 
dition to which our copper mining indus- 
try would be reduced if the consumer of 
copper in thig country should be permitted 
to buy the metal “ where ho can get it 
cheapest.” We ‘should have,” he said, 
“‘our copper from Chili.” But President 
CLARK and Treasurer BIGELOW of the Tam- 
arack Copper Mining Company said in their 
report for the year ending June 30, 1888: 
“The promise of preducing eopper at a eost of 
6 cents a pound has been more than realized. 
Tn facts, we can safely. say that the yigures of cost 
shown above have never been equaled by any cop- 
per minein the world. When the mine is suf- 
ficiently opened to warrant the ranning of four 


heads of stamps even these figures will be ma- 
terially lessened.”’ 


It was shown in the report that the cost 
of producing copper at the mine had been 
3.97 cents a pound, while the cost of pro- 
ducing it andlaying it down in this city 
had been only 5% cents. The protective 
duty is 4 cents a pound. The officers of 
this company admit that they should not 
need it evenif the copper product of the 


‘world and the price of the same were not 


absolutely controlled by a combination of 
French speculators and American pro- 
ducers. The cost of production in the other 
Lake Superior copper mines is also very 
low. According to official reports it is less 
than 61, cents a pound in the Quincy and 
the Boston and Montana Mines, whie in 
the great Calumet and Hecla Mine it is 
about 6 cents. And it is an ‘nteresting 
commentary upon Mr. BLAINE’s remarks 
that by the Senate bill’ as well as by the 
hated Mills bill the duty on ingot copper 
would be reduced from 4 to 2 centsa pound. 

But any reduction of the duty on copper 
would have only a contingent effect. Mr. 
BLAINE knows very well that the copper 
mining companies of this country, which 
have accumulated enormous. profits by 
means of a tariff duty that enabled them to 
practice extortion upon the American con- 
sumer, have conspired with French specu- 
lators to suppress competition in the sale of 
copper and to fix a ring price even higher— 
70 per cent. higher—than the price ene year 
ago. Solongasthis combination shall ex- 
ist the price will be determined by it and 
not by any change in our tariff. If the duty 
should beentirely removed, American con- 
sumers would not buy the copper of Chili. 
They would of necessity continue to buy 
the copper of the United States and to pay 
for it the high ring price fixed by a con- 
spiracy of Frenchmen and our coddled cop- 
per wining companies. If Mr. BLAINE must 
talk about Sonth American products, he 
should stick to the guano of Peru. He 
knows something about that. 

But if all of the Republican oraters will 
only talk about copper as they go from 
stump to stump, it may be that the nature 
of this outrageous conspiracy for extortion 
will be thoroughly understood by the peo- 
ple, because they will not be able to conceal 
the truth. One CHARLES R. FLETCHER, 
writing for the Boston Evening Traveller 
about “what protection has done for our 
copper mines,” says concerning one of them: 
“For 14 consecutive years $500,000 cash 
each quarter of each year was paid in div- 
idends.” This is one of his arguments in 
support of our present high tariff. This 
$500,000 per quarter was $2,000,000 per 
year on a capital of $2,500,000, or a 
dividend of 80 _per cent. a year. 
This profit, $28,000,000 in 14 years, 
was wrung from the people of this country 
by means of a high tariff duty under the 
shelter of which cembinations to suppress 
competition were made—combinations that, 
as the Tribune says, “are radically hostile 
to and are destined to defeat the very ob- 
ject of the protective system.” Not content 
with these profits, this company led the 
way in the formation of the French and 
American copper conspiracy, by which the 
price of copper has been raised to 171, 
cents a pound, the same copper costing for 
production and transportation to this city 
not more than 61, cents a pound. More- 
over, these conspirators are even now com- 
pleting plans for extending the term of 
this conspiracy for nine years beyond the 
expiration of the ring contracts now in 
force, and the company referred to above— 
said to be the first to sign the new compact 
—is preparing to pay dividends ef 120 per 
cent. 

Such combinations as this have always 
been denounced by the courts as contrary 
to public policy. Such contracts as those 
by which this ring is enabled to suppress 
competition and to rob the people have 
invariably been declared to be illegal 
wheneveg they have been brought into 
court. The whole scheme is unlawful. 
Has Mr. BLAINE no word of censure for 
these conspirators? Or will he tell the 
people of Indiana that the combination is 
merely ‘‘a private affair”? 


THE HORSE SHOW. 

The annual exhibition of the National 
Horse Show Association, to take place dur- 
ing the first week of next month, will 
doubtless be the chief popular attraction of 
the city during the week that it will oc- 
cupy. What may be called the democratic 
side of the show will receive at least as 
much attention asin former years. Besides 
the prizes for firemen, there is a special 
prize for cabs and a special prize for butch- 
ers’ carts. This feature might with advan- 


‘tage be extended to other branches of trade. 


The safe men and the brewers and the 
express companies select and display their 
teams partly as an advertisement, and 
among them the competition would be very 
keen and interesting, while the resulting 
advertisement would be of a perfectly 
legitimate and harmiess kind. There are 


also many retail tradesmen, dry goods men 
and srocers aad what not, whe ray araat 





— 


attention to the appearance of their busi- 
ness wagons, and of late a new pattern of 
vehicle has been introduced in the de- 
livery of newspapers. If pains*were taken 
to mitigate the advertising ‘which the 
competitors would attempt to derive from 
the exhibition of vehicles in these classes 
the result weuld be a very positive addition 
to the popularity of ithe show, and in a short 
time would add very greatly to the attract- 
iveness of the city. To most of its inhabii- 
ants the style and appearance of the busi- 
ness wagons that pervade all parts of thé 
city all the year round are more noticeable 
than of the equipages that may be seen dur- 
ing the fine afternconsof four or five months 
in the Central Park and in upper Fifth-ave- 
nue. 

Itis quite true that the chief object of 
the association ought not to be the success 
of the show a8 a show, but its result in an 
actual improvement of the breed of horses. 
In the regulations of the show it is laid 
down that ‘the object of the association is 
to promote improvements in the breeding 
of all classes of horses.” This is not only 
proper but it elevates the association at 
once from the level of a purveyor of popular 
amusement to that pf the guardian of 
an important national interest. In other 
countries this interest is taken in charge 
by the State. If the same or like results can 
be procured by private enterprise all the 
better. Unfortunately it is this object that 
the association, while very guccessfal jn 
providing af interesting exhibition, has 
done very little to promote. The blue 
ribbon of the association ought to be a 
prize that every breeder of horses in the 
whole country should ardently desire in 
his own class for his own establishment, 
and should be willing to spend ten times 
the money value of the prize in obtaining. 
As a matter of fact the representation of 
these establishments is very far from being 
full, not to say complete. The sward is 
not valued highly enough to tempt breeders 
to take any great trouble on the chance of 
obtaining it, noris the representation fuller 
from year to year. 

The cause of this comparative failure of 
the association is not far to seek. What is 
the prize for which the breeders onght-to be 
but are not eager to compete? Itis neither 
more nor less than a certificate that some 
persons, to him unknownand of whose com- 
pvetency he does not know and has no 
means of judging, fancy his entry in a cer- 
tain class. He does not know the principles 
upon which their awards based. Their no- 
tion of what constitutes a model animal in 
the class in which he is a breeder may 
differ very widely from his own. Bzeed- 
ing is a positive element. Evsrybody 
knows what is meant by a thoroughbred 
and what by a standard trotter. But out- 
side of this and outside of performance 
everything is left to the caprice of the per- 
sons selected as judges. As to performance 
nothing is tested in the show except action 
and jumping, and apparently there is no 
such thing as breeding jumpers. The an- 
imals that have made the records at the 
horse shows have been ‘“ cold-blooded” 
horses, the pedigree of which is entirely un- 
known. 

Now, it is out of the question that breeders 
should pay much attention to awards made 
in this way, even when there is no suspicion 
of faveritism, as there often has been, and 
as notably there was last year, when a prize 
was bestowed upon a crippled animal that 
would not have brought the amount of it at 
auction. Apart from breeding, perform- 
ance, and action, formis the only criterion 
that can be applied in a horse show, sound- 
ness being, of course, assumed, and form is 
not a matter of fancy, but of knowledge. 
The only fair way in which to judge 
it is to determine and announce be- 
forehand the points of a well-made 
horse of the particular class under con- 
sideration, and to attach a numerical 
value to each of these points, so that per- 
fection in all would amount to a fixed 
maximum. The judges should each for him- 
self value in this way the points of every 
animal submitted, and the average should 
be taken as their expression of the merits 
of the horse. This method is adopted wher- 
ever scientific breeding is carried on. It 
leaves as little as possible to individual 
caprice, and a judgment so arrived at leaves 
no room for cavil, for the breeder knows 
beforehand by what standard his horse will 
be estimated, and he accordingly ‘‘ breeds for 
points.” When this system is introduced 
by the National Association, and not till 
then, its awards will be sought by all 
breeders as the highest and most conclusive 
testimony to the success of their efforts in 
improving and specializing breeds of horses.

PERSECUTED FOR THEIR POLITIOS. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 15.—During tha 
past few days several instances in which the 
negroes in different parts of this State have 
committed the grossest outrages upon voters of 
their race who manifegted a determination to 
vote the Democratic ticket have some to the 
attention of the public. The latest of these was 
committed upon Emma Watkins, a colored pub- 
lic schoel teacher at Hillsborough, Chesterfisid 
County. After receiving her appointment it 
was discovered by the Republican negroes in 
the neighborhood that her father, who ltved in 
the adjoining county of Powhatan, was a Dem- 
ecrat. Upon learning this the Republican pa- 
trons of the sehoel withdrew their obil- 
dren and refused to countenance the 
young colored teacher.

This so incensed the negroes that they 
boypotted the teacher and her protector and 
threatened all who associated with them with 
revenge. A party of negroes went to Medley’s 
house afew nights ago and burned it tothe 
ground, the inmates narrowly escaping with 
their lives. 





UNION CLUB’S NEW DINING ROOM. 

The new dining room of the Union Club 
was thrown open to the club members yester- 
day fer inspection and immediate use, and was 
as great a source of gratification to the club 
members as to the House Committee, whe have 
had charge of the reconstruction.

At one mecting in Aibion, Mich., there were 
15,000 Prohibitionists present, and 10,000 peo- 
‘ple paraded. 

Prof. Dickiesays that the Prohibitton senti- 
mentis strong in Michigan, and a careful can- 


‘-vyass which has been made shows that from 


86,000 to 40,000 votes will be cast for Fisk and 
Brooks. In 1884 the Prohibitienist vote was 
eniy 22,207, and the Republicans even then 
only carried the State:-by 3,953 plurality.

Bernhardt’s. beautifully-finished 
and deeply-moving portrayal of Gilberte was 
seen by great crowds ofjspe otaters at the Star 
Theatre. Bernhardt’s Frou-Frou is absolutely 
perfect judged by any existing standards, [t 
has the gayety, the frivolity, the frou-frou, as 
well as the strong passion and: the intense pathos 
‘ that belong tothe part. In execution it is a 
flawless work of art. . 

It seems to have become the fashion during 
the last week to try to find some resemblance to 
Sarah Bernhardt in Jane Hading. The resem- 
blance that really exists is very slight; both are 
Frenchwomen, Parisians, and both are act 
resses. The younger woman has therefore 
something of thé manner of the more experl- 
enced actress, naturally, but she dees not try 
to imitate her great comtemporary. If she 
did, the result would be disaster. Mme. 
Hading proved ‘last night that she can act 
a very ‘difficult part in the presence of 
spectators whe have a lively memory 
of Bernhardt’s treatment of the same 
character, 80 well as to hold the sympathies and 
create a profound impression. In the one great 
climax of Meilhaco and Halévy’s remarkably 1n- 
genious comedy she rose without apparent 
effort to the full meaning,of ‘the situation. The 
expression of her features, her attitude, the 
tones of her voice as she uttered those touching 
words that clese the fourth act of ‘* Frou-Frou” 
were convincing and affecting. The scene was 
[one een veped sad. In this one moment Mme. 
Hading fairly rivaled Mme. Bernhardt on her 
own ground. 

Nothing in the dramatio literature of our own 
time is finer and truer than this scene. It is 
better than all the “philosophy” and all the 
social studies of M. Alexandre Dumas, ji/s, put 
together. No contemporary writer of plays in 
the English language has equaled it. It is the 
climax of a frivolous, ill-directed life. The 
woman, who has been a spoiled child all her 
life until a fitof anger causes her to throw away 
reputation, realizes in it for the firet time the 
meaning of her act. The strange life in Venice, 
the interview with her dishonored hus: 
‘band, the inevitable duel itself only serve 
‘to et her mind for the climax. e 
burden of her anguish falls with all its 
weight when she learns that she cannot 
go to the one person remaining in the worid 
whom she has a right to eomfort: because his 
mother is with him. The fifth act of ‘ Frou- 
Frou” is anti-climax. It does not require an 
actress of Mme. Hading’s insight and facility to 
move folks whose tears lie near the surface with 
the death scene, and to satisfy their queer sense 
of right by placing the hand of her sister in that 
of the husband she deserted. A much greater 
actress could not make that drivel satisfactory 
to people of common sense, The death of 
Freu-Frou and her vociferously proelaimed for- 
giveness are mere theatric artifice. Her career 
ends with the scene in Venice. 

The Gilberte de Sartorys of Mme. Hading, 
that was so touching and sincere in the fourth 
act, was in the earlier scenes extremely on gen 
ing and sympathetic. It was not particularly 
vivacious; the frou-frou was scarcely notice- 
able. But Mme. Hading indicated satisfac- 
terily the heedless, selfish nature of the 
woman, and her own personal charm sa 
plied the rest. It was a thoughtful and well- 
studied piece of acting, and in the second 
act, where the prevailing meod is humorous, 
it was positively brilliant. In pose and in 
gesture it was at all times agreeable to the eye. 
There was a hint of the café chantant in the 
Déjazet song which it is doubtful if a lady of 
quality, sueh as Mme, de Sartorys, could have 
put init. Certainly a woman who could re- 
hearse so stupidly the bit from ‘Indiana and 
Charlemagne could searcely do a comic 
song s0 well, AS @& matter of fact, in 
these lighter passages of the play 
Mme. Hading, theugh always entertaining 
aud delightful te look upon, was not always 
convincing. Asa bitof real human nature Coque- 
lin’s ene expression, “ Ahb!; c’est Déjazet qui 
chantait ga Déjazet !’ surpassed it all. The 
dismissal of Valreas, however, was an excel- 
lent bit, and the strong scene with Louise was 
.investead with a deal of passionate force, 
through it sadiy lacked repase. 

The representation of ‘“Frou-Frow’ last 
night will be remembered for a long time, 
if for no other reason, because a whule scene 
was repeated. This was the comic passage in 
Act IL, already mentioned, where Gilberte, prac- 
ticing her song for the private theatricais, is 
discovered by Pare Brigard, who joins in 
the couplets. The South Fifth-avenue con- 
tingent shouted “Bis!” with one voice, 
and the tumult was deafening. M. Coque- 
lin could do nothing but accede to 
to the demand. The interruption of the play 
had already destroyed the illusion. Coquelin’s 
Brigard was a rare bit of humorous acting, in 
which all the possible meaning in the part was 
accurately expressed. The part is tar beneath 
the artist, relatively, but his presence added 
immeasurably to the interest of the perform- 
ance. M. Duquesne was Sartorys.

Garden last night. There is. absolutely not a 
new character, scene, or situation in the entire 
‘play, and every line and every bit of stage busi- 
ness suggests something that is familiar. The 
work is an English melodrama of the moat pre- 
-mounced type, There is the impecunious and 
mawkish hero, who constantly bewails his mis- 
‘fortune and haasn’t brains enough to 
know when the game is in his own 

hands, which occurs some half dozen 
f times and is as often lost through his 
4 astonishing idiocy; there ia the arch villain, 

who has usurped the hero’s rights and manages 
to make the m miraculous escapes from his 
own crimes until it suits the author to handoulff 
4 .bim atthe end of the fifth and last act; there is 
| the ostentatieusly charitable heroine, Oo wan- 
‘ders about the slums of London at night alone 
| and dressed in silks and diamonds, aud who 
‘suffers persecution at tho bands of the villain 
while she loves *the humble here; there are 
likewise the street waif, the herse-play comedl- 
‘an, heavy British swell, the customary number. 
of toughs, and the lachrymose and deserted wife 
of the villain. Each act is like the others 
in that it_ culminates in a struggle betweon the 
vicious and the virtuous to obtain certain 
papers that are to prove the hero “a gentle- 
man.” The scenes of this constantly-recurring 
strife are varied. The first isin a lew Lendon 
street, the second ina rich man’s house. the 
third is in an attic, the fourth on the deck of a 
yacht, and the fifth in the garden of a country 
place. The interest is spasmedic and the 
serious places are very sleepy, but there is an 
abundance of buffoonery, and as every curtain 
is wrung down with a hurrah, the large audi- 
ence showed its approval by the most demon- 
strative applause. ‘the actors were called 
before tha, curtain repeatedly and cheered 
with the exception of the villain, who was com- 
plimented by a round of hisses. The play re- 
ceives its name from the fact that the low 
comedian hides away in a box in the yaeht 
scene, and pops out og’ in time to save the 
hero’s life. f course, in the end the hero and 
heroine marry, (which they might just as well 
have done in the middle of the first act.) and 
the villajn ts led off te be hanged for murdering 
his wife incidental to the development of the 
plot. Miss Marion Elmore as the street waif 
‘was especially successful in dialect, spright- 
liness of action, and picturesqueness of male 
attire. Mr. Harry Hawk kept the pelles? 
‘laughing by his antics, and Mr. Mark Lyno 
proved to be the most semi-tragic villain seen 
since the days of the old Bowery. Mr. Walter 
Dennis impersonated the stupid hero, and in- 
tensified his mawkishness by a continual and 
most irritating whine. The only thing in the 
oe that approximated nevelty was the 
urglarizing of a safe, which was mostartistio- 
ally performed by two men, whom the manage- 
ment gravely declared to be real jail-birds em- 
ployed for the occasion. ;

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TARIFF TALK. FOR MEN WHO WORK.

Tt is a:principle of all other forms of taxa-: 
tion thatthe burden shall rest as lightly as pos- 
sible on the poor man’s home, but taxes for com- 
modities for the ‘ protection” of capital bear 
hardest precisely there. There is no exemption 
‘or mitigatiun. It Is sometimes said that en ac- 
‘count of the way these ‘ taxes are colleoted'the 
burden is not felt. The \ tax is paid withoutithe 
knowledge of those from whom it comes. Butit 
requires very little thought.to understand that 
the burden is felt, and felt constantly, though 
the source of the hardship may not be fully 
comprehended, Against our standard of wages 
we ,have constantly to set our cost of living, , 
and while the former is determined by other 


causes the latter is materially affected ‘by the 
tariff. 


It has been calculated that the entire value of 
the product of labor in this country does nof.ex- 
ceod 50 eents a day for each person, or $2 50 for 
each family of five. Itfollows that the average in- 


come for each worker is very modest, and what- 
ever goes to swell great incomes is taken out of 
small ones. Let us see hew the taxes are felt in 


) the case of a man of average income or a little’ 


more. Suppose after 20 or 25 years of industry 
as been able tosave $2,500 or $3,600. It 
would have been more if the expense of livin 
had been less. He wishes to build and furnis 
a@modest home for his family, say, in a small 
town orthe suburbs of a city. If he buys it 
ready built the same elements of cost will ge 
into it, and he will have'to pay them to the man 
of whom he buys. It is important that his sav- 
vings shall go as far.as possible. He builds 
@ trame cottage. The price of lumber is 
increased in its various forms by the tax about 
18 per cent., so that he pays $118 for what 
would otherwise cost $100. There is a tax 
amounting to 40 per cent. on nails. Common 
‘window glass bears a tax of 60 per cent., which 
is higher than that on fine plate glass used by 
‘the rich. Linseed oil is taxed 41 per cent. and 
white lead 54, and these are the chief ingredi- 
jonts of the paint to be used on his house. Wall 
‘Daper pays 25 per cent., slates 25, and eement 20. 
Then thore are taxes on serews, hinges, the ma- 
terials for plastering, the drain pipes, and ail, 
other pipes necessary to be used. All these’ 
things add to the cost of building this littie cot- 
tage Very materialiy. The man must bave more 
woney to do it, or he must put up with a poorer 
house on acceunt of the taxes, or he must give 
up the project altogether and stay in his crowded 
tenement, all on account of the taxes that are 
not felt. 

But suppose he gets the house done and is 
ready to furnishit. He must put up with the 
lower and cheaper grades of goods, but the per- 
centage of tax on theseis even higher in most 
oases than on the costiier kinds. There is a tax 
of 45 per cent. on stoves and kitchen hardware, 
55 on common earthenware, 40 on the cheapest 
Rlassware, 35 or mere on knives, forks, and 
spoons. The common furniture of a noes man’s 
house is taxed about 35 per cent., oil cloth 40 per 

,cent., drugget 70 per cent. and more, tapestry 
carpeting about 60 per cent. Even combs, 
brushes, brooms, and soap are taxed fron. 20 to 
30 percent. It is easy to see that by the time 
this house is built and furnished it has costa good 
deal more than it would have cost but for the 
taxes on the materials and varieus articles 
that are used and have to be bought. Even sup- 
posing that the whole amountof the tax on 
foreign articles of the same grade is not added 
to the price of those of domestic make, the cost 
is certainly a good deal increased by the exist- 
ence of the tax, which is ** protection” only 80 
far as it enables the domestic maker to increase 
his prices. By the time this worker is ready to 
occupy his home, it has cost him at least one- 
fourth more than it would have cost him with- 
Out the all-pervading tax. The savings of his 
long period of waiting and working are used 
up, when there ought to be something left, and 
they do not give him so good a home as he was 
entitled to expect, either. 

Now, has not the cost of acquiring a home of 
one’s own muchtodo with the complaint of 
crowding in miserable tenement houses, with 
all the consequert discemfort and association 
with misery and vice? Isit not a serious ob- 
stacle te the expansion of crowded populatiens 
into the suburbs of cities and the neighboring 
country towns? Has it not something todo 
with all the bad effects of tenement-house life? 
Is it not even calculated to discourage efforts to 
save by industry, per ers f and self-denial in 
order to wake a comforta fe provision for the 
future, since it makes it se much harder to ac- 
complish the result? There is no stronger in- 
citement te all the industrial and domestic vir- 
tues, 80 much more important for men who 
work day after day to support families than for 
those who have the means for luxurious idleness, 
than the chanee of winning a home of one’s own 
by the time children are grewn up and old age 
is coming on. Should this incitement be lessened 
and the hope that inspires it depressed by mak- 
ing it hara tosave money, and harder yet to make 
it go farin providing for 4 comfortable home? Is 
that a good national poliey for a evountry de- 
pendent on the virtuous qualities and the social 
content of its people? The plea that these 
taxes build up and sustain industries is out- 
worn. Some of them may still be geen & 
but a great part serves te draw from the s 
stance of the people the fruits of their labor, to 
increase the protits of capital in few hands, and 
to build up monopolies and combinations to 
control production and prices. The struggle 
of the workers is hard enough at best, but this 
system makes it harder. A WORKE

A 
great effort will at any rate be made'to solve 
the laber questions of this industry, 

Ample preparation has been made for the 
entertainment of the delegates, and $15,000 
was subscribed by a half dozen New-York 
brewers for this purpose. Last evening the 
visitors and guests, numbering upward of 
1,200, gathered in Terrace Garden to enjoy a 
reception and ‘‘commers,” the latter being a 
distinctively German institution. The guests 
were seated at a dozen tables, extending the 
length of the garden, and the Twelfth Regi- 
ment Band was on the stage At 8 
o'clock Henry Guenther, the Chairman 
of the Entertainment Committee, intro- 
duced Henry Clausen, Jr., who delivered 
an address of welcome.

SHORT WEIGHT AND HIGHER 
PRICHS FOR BREAD. 

SOME BAKERS FORGET THAT THERE IS 
A LAW GOVERNING THE SALE OF 
BREAD—BUYERS HAVE A REMEDY. 

The price of bread per loaf was advanced 

1 cent yesterday pursuant to the action of the 

German Boss Bakers’ Union at their meeting 

Bunday. The advance was practically confined 

to the members of that organization. It isa 

numerous body and its representatives operate 
largely along the crowded thoroughfares on the 
wast and west sides. The members generally 
have small establishments because their capital 
is limited. In some cases they are mortgaged 
to flour merchants. The President ot the union 

is Ceprad Moll. He has a corner bakery at 307 

Broome-street, and said yesterday that he had 

been in the business 21 years. He laughed 

when assed if the bakers were poor and in- 
debted to the flour dealers. He knew of a dealer 

en Ninth-avenue who, two years ago, sold a 

piece of property for $28,000 and bought an- 


other piece fer $32,000. The place next door 
Was aubsequently sola to another baker for 
$33,000. 

President Mell was in very good humor, and 
amoked a cigar with evident enjoyment while 
he produced a bottle of Rhipe wine and plate 
of jelly cake for the entertainment of his guests. 
He laugned beartily in the face of a significant 
Incident. A pale, thin, neatly-dressed woman 
epened the duor of the shop and called for a 
five-cent loaf of bread, at the same time laying 
on the counter asolitary nickel. ‘*The cheapest 
leaf is 6 cents,” said tbe baker. The woman 
looked embarrassed, and went out in a way that 
plainly said she feared it and did not have the 
edd cent. The reporter followed her until she 
entered a grocery store. In a few minutes she 
came out with a loaf of bread. The 
grocer said it was ai stale loaf and he 
was glad to get 4 cents for it, the 

rice he paid Saturday. President Moll said 

hat the woman was a sample of the patronage 
he had received sinee morning. ‘I tell you,’’ 
said he, ‘‘1t is mighty eaay to reduce prices, but 
hard to raise them. Here we were until yester- 
day fighting each other like 80 many ticket 
scalpers. Short weight was our salvation, and 
the public did not mindit. The moment there 
is concerted action on our part to regulate the 
price we hear a great hue and cry about trusts 
and combinations. The whole trouble, you 
should understand, is the resuit ef that Hutch- 
jnson wheat deal in Chicago. The source 
may be more remote, stirting in the frost 
blight and short crop. However, the farm- 
ers raised the price, likewise the millers, and 
then the flour merchants. The big wholesale 
bakers anticipating the advance bought an ex- 
tra stock. In consequence they have been able 
to undersell us. If flour continues to goupI 
suppose we shall be obliged to muke another 
advance. To-day I am asking 6 cents for the 
oid tive-cent loaf and 8 cents for an eight-cent 
leaf, the weight of which is four ounces less 
thau it was. I seil six rolls for 5 cents instead 
of 10 rolis for that price. We agreed yesterday 
to make no change in the weightof our cheapest 
loaf, and to scale down weights or inorease 
prices at option on other grades. My trade has 
not been as heavy as usual to-cay, but the reac- 
tion is bound to come. Our greatest opposition 
comes from the grocers, but I know that many 
of them have raised the priee of bread without 
cause. It is a common thing for the grocers 
who carry custom on book accounts to charge 
bread at an advance and sell tor cash at the old 
price.” 

The bread{scare has excited sharp competition, 
Which the consumer is bound to protit by when 
he discovers the independent bakeries. One of 
the latter, in Grand-street, was yesterday plas- 
tered over with signs reading: ‘‘ We make no 
change in size, price, or quality of our bread.” 
The reason is discovered to be that the steck 
room contains a surpius of raw material, bought 
before the advance, and sales can yet be made 
at the old price at a fair profit. 

In Avenue B a baker yesterday spent some 
money advertising that he would sell two-and- 
a-half-pound loaves for 7 cents. Out of curios- 
ity areporter entered the shop, bought what 
Was represented to be a two-and-a-half-pound 
loaf, took it to the nearest grocery, and found 
that the loaf weighed less than two pounds. 
The baker’s attention was called to the fact. 
He tested several loaves lying in his shop, and, 
notwithstanding they weighed less than he ad- 
vertised, he did not alter or take in the ‘“‘cateh” 
placards outside the shep. 

Bakers like this one might read with profit the 
city ordinance requiring that bread be sold by 
er The law as re-enacted in 1880 provides 

at: 


“All bread baked and offered or exposed for sale in 
the city of New-York shall be made of good and 
wholesome tiour and meal and sold.by avoirdupois 
weight. Ifany baker or other person shall make 
for sale, offer or procure to be sold any bread of any 
ether than wholesome flour or meal, or shall sell the 
same contrary to the preceding section of this article, 
such person shall forfeit and pay the sum of $)0 for 
every such offense. Al loaf bread offered for sale in 
this city not iu conformity with the provisions of 
this article shall be forfeited and shall and may pe 
seized and dispused of for the use of the city.” 

One of the effects of the advance in the price 
of bread on the masses may ke seen any after- 
noon in Jackson-street, near Grand. A large 
wholesaie bakery is situated there. Enach after- 
noon, when the delivery wagons return from 
the daily rounds with stale loaves of bread re- 
turned by retail customers, scores of women 
and children, witb aud without baskets, are 
waiting to buy one or two loaves apiece. The 
bread yesterday—Saturday’s baking—yielded 3 
cents for one loaf or 5 cents for two loaves. The 
bread was good and wholesome, bui stale, 

Mouquin, the down-town restaurateur, has 
the bulk of bis bread supplied by three bakers 
ata fair price per pound. Under this arrange- 
ment he has acheck on short-weighted loaves. 
He bought flour a few weeks ago at $5 25 per 
barrel, and yesterday got in a fresh supply 
which cost him $8 25 per barrel. He was quiie 
thankful that he did not use much flour in his 
business. M. Mouqnin knows a family living 
on Third-avenue, near Fourteenth-street, who 
had been taxed 7 cents per loaf. This was 
paid at the same placejwhere 5 cents was charged 
for a French and 6 cents for an American loaf 
last week. 

The steward for Nash & Crook, in Park-place, 
Raid yesterday that he used a large quantity of 
flour because he did not patronize any baker. 
The firm getatip on the bull side of the flour 
market and bought two large lots at $6 and 
$6 15, which, it is believed, willnot,be exhausted 
urgtil Spring.

SOME OF THE ENTRIES TO THE NATION- 
AL HORSE SHOW. 

The entries for the fifth exhibition of the 
National Horse’ Show Association, that is to be 
held at Madison-Square Gardeu from Nov. 5 to 
10 inclusrve, closed yesterday. Over 215 horses 
are entered, and to-day’s mail will doubtless 
bring in many more, ao that the total number of 
entries of all classes will be about 400. The 
number of animals will apparently be about the 
same as at the exhibition held two years ago, 
but in quality the eeming exhibition promises 
to be far superior. In the hundred classes that 
are filled the hunter, saddle horse, and coaeh- 
ing classes are especially numerous, and there 
are many famous horses listed. The trotting 
class is also very strong. Aside from the 96 


prizes offered by the association, there are 22 
Special prizes offered by various gentlemen, 
and these classes have generally been well 
filled. 

Besides the prizes offered for cavalry horses 
there is a prize forthe best-drilled mounted 
squad, each squad to be commanded by a com- 
missioned ofticer. This is offered by a New-York 
gentleman. The First Hussars also ofter a sim- 
jlar prize of $100. The First Hussars and the 
Philadelphia City Troop are entered, and the 
Cleveland Grays are yet to be heard from.

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BEARS CARRIED THE DAY. 


WHEAT AND FLOUR, WITH BETTER CROP 
REPORTS, ON THE DECLINE. 

The New-York wheat market was very 
bearish yesterday. Cabies came weaker, and 
crop reports had a bearish tendency. There 
Was some realizing on speculative account, but 
the amount of business transacted was small, 
less than 8,000,000 busheis having changed 
hands. For tae second time this season the 
trading in the May option was ahead of Decem- 
ber. The former amounted to 4,400,000 and 
the latter to 3,500,000 bushels. fpot business 
was very light yesterday, except for an outside 
purchase of 50,000 bushels of very choice red, 


which was delivered fer milling pur- 
poses. Shippers were practically out 
of the market, though several seemed 
disposed to bid early in the day on low 
grade wheat. December wheat, which closed 
Saturday after a day of almost utter stagnation 
at $1 1433, opened yesterday at $1 13%, the 
the highest price of the day. Prices continued 
to fall except when free covering was com- 
menced, when they rallied slightly. The lowest 
quotation of the day was atthe close, $1 10%. 
May, which closed Saturday at $1 1813, opened 
yesterday at $1 1710, and registered $1 14% at 
the clese of the business hours. New-York is 
again higher than Chicago in her quotations. 

Corn yesterday was from ¥ to 33 cent lower 
than Saturday. The market was rather inactive, 
630,000 bushels constituting the trade of the day. 
Fleur also continued to decline, prices yester- 
day being from 15 to 25 cents lower. The best 
Spring wheat patents were held yesterday at 
$7 75, ana the best city mill patents at $7 75 to 
$7 90 per barrel, but there were very few pur- 
chasers. Some samples of bakers’ extra flour 
made from the new crop of Spring wheat were 
received at the Produce Exchange yesterday 
and were compared by buyers ef this especial 
grade with some made from the same grade of 
last year’s wheat. They declared that while 
the new appeared fully as yood as the other, 
when mixed with water it proved to have con- 
siderable less bedy er strength, therefore ren- 
dering it less valuable by 50 cents to $1 per 
barrel. 

The stoek ef wheat in store here increased for 
the week over 500,000 bushels, making a total 
of 8,545,000 bushels. The visible supply in- 
creased over 720,000 bushels, making a total of 
32,260,000 bushels, against 31,600,000 busbels 
for same time last year. Of the amount here 
4,580,000 bushels are of the contract grade of 
red, an increasein this grade of over 800,000 
bushels for the week. 


INGENIOUS JUSTIFYING MACHINE. 

The working model of a machine for justi- 
fying type composition automatically was ou 
exhibition yesterday at 22 Spruce-street. It is 
the invention of Messrs. Risley and Lake, and 
will be ne doubt appreciated by printers and 
mathematicians. The model weighs about 600 
pounds and was driven at will by hand and an 
electrie motor. The purpose of the inventors is 


to do away with movable type in printing. 
Their alphabet is cut on one cylindrical metallic 
shell. The mechanism is operated by a system 
of keys similar to that employed in ordinary 
type-writing machines, the highest speed ai- 
tained being abeut 20 words per minute. The 
printing does not begin until the operator has 
touched the keys for about 50 letters. A char- 
acter is inked immediately beforeits impressien. 
The newest feature about the invention—that 
of spacing out or shorteniag a line—is wonder- 
fully aecurate, and is accomplished independ- 
ently of any mental effort by the operator 
Work by the machine bas been reproduced in 
the ordinary lithographic way. The invention 
has been tested on matrices andsome fair plates 
obtained.

SWALLOWING SMALLER GAME. 


ACTION OF TBE WESTINGHOUSE ELEC- 


TRIC COMPANY, 

Another step has been taken in the recent 
systematic effort of the Westinghouse Electric 
Company of Pittsburg, Penn., to absorb or get 
legal control of smaller companies throughout 
the country, The main object of the company 
has been to acquire rights te patents which are 
necessary to the manufacture of lights and 
dynamos, and in this way finally gain a mo- 
nopoly of the business, Reeently the corpo- 
ration has been strengthening itself in Western 
cities, but within the last fortnight negotiations 
have been perfected by which the Westinghouse 
Company has gained a foothold in this city. 

An agreement has been entered into by the 
Pitteburg company with the Consolidated Elec- 
tric Light Company of this city by which the 
latter is placed absolutely in the control of the 
former corporation. The property of the Con- 
solidated Company consists of a big manufac- 
tory of the Sawyer-Man incandescent lamps at 
510 to 532 West Twenty-third-street, and an 
equally big manufactory in Pittsburg, as well 
as all the personal property, consisting of ma- 
chinery, &ec., in those buildings, The use is 
given to the Westinghouse Company of all the 
patents in its possession and the entire capital 
stock of the Sawyer-Man Electric Company. 
For the use of these the Westinghouse Company 
agrees, in behalf of its stockholders, to pay to 
the 150 stockholdera of the Consolidated Elec- 
tric Company $150,000 svery yeur during the 
continuance of tie agreement. This amount 
will be paid quarterly, beginning Deo, 20, 
for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 1888. This 
will amount to .@ yearly dividend of 
4 per cent. until certain indebtedness of the 
Consolidated Company is liquidated, then the 
dividend will be increased to 6 per cent. How- 
ever, the income to stockholders of the Consoli- 
dated Company does not end with this, for the 
Westinghouse people agree to pay 1 cent for 
every Sawyer-Man lamp sold. The officers of 
the former company declare their belief that 
the income from this source will double the an- 
nual dividend of 6 percent. The Westinghouse 
Company aiso contracts to subscribe for the 
unissued stock ef the Consolidated Company, 
now amounting to a par value of $125,000. 
Thus the agreethent practically constitutes the 


Westingheuse Company Trustee of the busiaess ° 


of the Consolidat-d Company, the latter becom- 
ing merely an investment corporation, whose 
sole duty will be to trausfer stock aud pay divi- 
dends. The duration of the contract 1s indefi- 
nite, that is, it will continue until the Westing- 
house Company violates some ef its provisious, 

The result of this agreement has been imme- 
diate. The Westinghouse Company has opened 
offices at 510 West Twenty-tuird-street and is 
engaged in a wholesale manufacture of lamps. 
Yesterday President Hugh R. Garden of the 
Consolidated Company published a notice call- 
ing for a meeting of the stockholders Oct. 25, 
tor the purpose of acquainting them with the 
arrangements he had made with the Pittsburg 
company. He also mailed copies of the formal 
agreement tothe stockholders. For along time 
the Consolidated Cempany has not paid divi- 
dends on stock, and the investors had long ago 
given up hope that they would ever even secure 
their original investment, but now they are 
assured of an immediate dividend of 4 
per cent. and a ~promise of more. 
Mr. Garden said yesterday that his 
company would retain its present organization, 
and would be dependent upon the Westinghouse 
Company only so far as actual business was 
concerned. The officers of the latter corpora- 
tion, which has a capital of $5,000,000, are 
George Westinghouse, Jr., President; H. M. 
Billsby, Vice-President; J. Caldwell, Treasurer, 
and A. T. Rowand, Secretary. The Consoli- 
dated Company has a nominal capital of 
$2,500,000. Its otticers are Hugh R. Garden, 
President; Jacob Hays, Vice-President, and 
Henry C. Davis, Secretary. 





TRYING TO HELP HILL. OUT. 
WHY THE BROOKLYN ALDERMEN NOW 
ALLOW ELECTRIC COMPETITION. 

When the Brooklyn Board of Aldermen 
met yesterday it was discovered that some 
great influence had been at work, for when it 
became neised about that the Edison Electric 
Light Company intended to apply once mere 
for a franchise enabling it to lay its wires and 
begin business no objection was raised to it. 
For over a year the Aldermen have stood in the 
way of this company and so prevented any 
competition with the Citizens’ Company, com- 


‘posed entirely of local Democratic politicians. 


The Edison people went te Albany and hada 
special bill passed, but Gev. Hill vetoed it. He 
did so against the advice of Mayor Chapin and 
antagonized even the Lagie, the principal Demo- 
cratic paper in the city. 

Yesterday, however, feeling on the part of the 
politicians had changed, Those in the Board of 
Aldermen listened patiently toa ietter from 
Mayor Chapin, calling attention to the electric 
light ,situation. He urged them to immediate 
action, and closed his letter with @ paragraph 
praising Gov. Hill ana quoting from ene of his 
veto messages to prove that he was a lover of 
home rule. Alderman ‘* Mike” Ceffey, who has 
always been astrong friend of the existing elec- 
tric light monopoly, offered a resolution grant- 
ing permission to the Edison Company to lay 
its conduits and wires, if it began the work 
within ten days. This resolution was adopted 
unanimously. 

It was cemmon talk among the politicians last 
night that the whole proceeding was prompted 
by a desire to get Gov. Hill eut of the hole into 
which his veto of the Edison Electric Light bill 
had thrown him. At first there was talk of the 
use of money, but this soon died out, and every 
one agreed that pelitics were at the bottom of 
the Aldermen’s sudden conversion. 





CRAZED BY GRIEF. 

Mrs. Mary A. Bennett, aged 50, widow of 
Edward Bennett, at one time a well-known eon- 
traetor at Port Richmond, Staten Island, who 
resides -in a neat cottage in Van Pelt-avenue 
with her three sons, was yesterday taken to the 
West New-Brighton pelice station, whither she 
had been committed by Justice Hulsebus until 
to-day, when she will be sent to the county in- 
sane Asylum. 

Since the death of her husband four years ago, 
Mrs. Bennett, from constant grief, has become 
demented. But not until a few days ago did she 
show any signs of violence, when at times she 
became raving and endangered the lives of those 
about ber. Sunday afternoon she made her es- 
cape to the weod shed, where she picked up an 
axe, with which she ran through the street and 
attempted to demelish a new frame cottage 
which is vwned by hsr brother.

WHAT IS DOING BY THE DEMOCRATIC 
AND INDEPENDENT COMMITTEE. 
The Democratic and independent move- 
ment against Gov. Hill is doing much thorough

It begins with the 
life of the saloon candidate when he was 
an intimate friend and business partner 
of William M. Tweel, and mentions concisely 
the various discreditable official acts of which 
he has been guilty. Correspondence through 
the State shows that Gov. Hill’s friends are 
recklessly bargaining away the national ticket. 
A purober of instances are referred to in the 
correspondence which show Hill men to be al- 
ready bargaining two Harrison votes for one 
Hill vote. This trade canvass of the Gov- 
ernor’s is being carried on as quietly as 

ossible, while the opposition is be- 
ug made in the openest possible 
way and according to the evidence is actually 
saving many votes for Mr. Cleveland. One of 
the curiosities of the campaign so far is the aid 
which has been rendered us by the New-York 
Sun. Many of the pledges against Hill came in 
on the blank form which was printed in the Sun, 
These blanks had quite “a different effect 
than they were intended to produce.

MORE STATIONS 


AN APPEAL TO THE NEW-YORK, NEW- 
HAVEN AND. HARTFORD RAILROAD. 
Assemblyman O’Connor has addressed the 
following letter to the President of the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany in view of procuring better railroad faoili- 
ties for the residents of Harlem:

Haven, Conn.; 

DEAR SIR: On behalf of many residents of Har- 
lem, l address you this letter to call your attention 
to the lack of proper facilities afforded by your rail- 
read to them. In that portion of the city of New- 
York north of Ninety-second,street to the Harlem 
River, there is at least a population of 240,000 peo- 

le, a large proportion of whom have occasion to use 

he New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad to 
reach points in Connecticut and Massachusetts. 
Notwithstanding the large amount of patronage 
bestowed upon your road by them, they do not re- 
ceive the proper recognition in the matter of depot 
accommodations that they deserve. I refer to the 
fact that none of the trains which run over the main 
line of your railroad stop at any station withip the 
city limits, excepting a few local unimportant trains 
stopping at William’s Bridge. Passengers going to 
New-York, living above One Hundred and Tenth- 
street, must ride all the way to the Grand Central 
Depot, and are obliged to return sver the elevated 
or street car routes at much loss of time and per- 
sonal inconvenience. Passengers residing in the 
section oi the city referred to, desiring te leave the 
city over the main line of your road, are obliged now 
to goto the Grand Central Depot, thus doubling a 
purt of their journey. 

It seems only reasonable that some better facili- 
ties should be afforded by your road to the residents 
of Harlem and vicinity. At One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth-strcet and Fourth-avenue the New- 
York and Harlem~Kailroad Company have recently 
completed a new and commodious station. Running 
from that point over the Madison-Avenue and 
Third-Avenue Bridges are street car lines that 
reach allthe upper portion of Manhattan Island. 
Some arrangement should be entered into between 
your road and the New-York and Harlem Railroad 
Company by which your trains will be permitted to 
stop at that station to take up or leave passengers. 

I teel very confident that the desire to promote 
the weitare of the residents of the upper end of the 
city of New-York, which has been manifested in 
many ways recently by the ofiicers of the New-York 
and Harlem Kailroad, will be of very great assist- 
ance to you in bringing about this very much-de- 
sired reform.

INSULTED BY A POLICEMAN.

OFFICER MORRIS TO BE TRIED ON A 
CHARGE OF GROSS MISCONDUCT. 
Miss Rose Roth, a young and respectable 
workingwoman, complained to Superintendent 
Murray yesterday that Patrolman Patrick T. 
Morris of the Second Precinct had insulted her. 
Sne said that, between 7 and 8 o’ciock on Satur- 
duy evening, she accompanied a female com- 
panion who had a message to deliver to the 
Captain of Hook and Ladder Company No. 10, 
quartered in Fulton-street just west of Church- 
street. On the way to the quarters of the com- 
pany they met a fireman belonging to the com- 
pany and asked him to request his Captain to 
come out, as they did uot wish to enter the en- 
gine house. While they were waiting at Fulton 
and Church streets Patrolman Morris ap- 
proached them and began to insult and abuse 
them, denouncing them as improper characters, 
The two young women took refuge in the en- 
gine house from his violence aud abuse. Sub- 
sequently they went te the police station in 
Chureh-street with the Captain of the fire com- 
any and entered acomplaint against the po- 
iceman. While Miss Roth was telling herstory 
to Acting Sergeant Saul the policeman entered 
the station house and steod at the rail listening. 
When she had concluded her statement the po- 
liceman put his hand roughly on her shoulder 
and made her a prisoner. The Acting Sergeant 
refused toentertain the complaint of disorderly 
conduct against her, and she was discharged. 
The policeman was summoned befere Superin- 
tendest Murray yesterday to explain his con- 
duct. He said that ke supposed the young 
women were improper characters and he drove 
them away. His explanation did not satisty 
the Superintendent, whoordered formal charges 
to be drawn up against him. 





FOR THE YELLOW FEVER SUFFERERS. 

The Florida Auxiliary Relief Committee re- 
eeived dispatches yesterday from Fernandina 
stating that the fever there was increasing in vio- 
lence, and that it was becoming difficult to find men 
capable of doing the work of issuing relief. It was 
also stated that Bishop Weed had come to this 
city a8 special agent for Jacksonville, and had har- 
monieed” all misunderstanding with regard to 
Gainesville. Fernandina reported two new cases— 
Mrs. Murray and Annie Kennedy—and one death, 
white—Edward McFarland. A dispatch from that 
place also said thav it was feared that the negroes 
were again concealing their cases of fever, and 
that, although the death rate was still light, the 
nature of the disease was becoming more pro- 
nounced and defined.

HIS WIFH’S DYING WISH. 


MR. R. S. REAVES FINDS DIFRICULTY IN 
: GIVING IT EFFECT. 

R. 8. Reaves, a commercial traveler liv- 
ing in Phelps City, Mo., arrived in New-York on 
Sunday, and at once put this advertisement in 
the papers: 

NFORMATION WANTED OF THE RELA- 

tives or friends of Miss Kittie Wallace, suppesed 
to have @ grandfather in Brooklyn. Died in the 
West; corpse en route, 

Te a reporter of THE TIMES, who called on him 
at the Astor House, Mr, Reaves said: 

** Kittie Wallace was my wife. She died of a 


hemorrhage in Fort Riley, Kan.,a week ago, 
while I wasaway from her. My business is com- 
mercial traveling, and I used te take her with 
me wherever [ coula; but often when [had a 
number of small towns to visit I used to leave 
her in some comfortable place until I could re- 
turn toher. I had visited a number of these 
Small places and returned to 8t. Joseph, Mo. 
Somehow or other [I could not sleep, and se I 
got up in the middle of the night and ran down 
to Phelps City, where my people live. When I 
got there I founda telegram stating the facts 
of my wife’s death as I have related them. As 
soon as i learned this I went to Fort Riley. 

‘“‘T might bave had the body buried in Kansas 
or at my home in Phelps City, but the people 
who were with her when she died said that her 
last words were a request to be taken home and 
buried beside her dead mother. When I learned 
this J couldn’t rest antil I had bad the bedy em- 
balmea and brought to New-York: But I don’t 
know where her home was. I think that it was 
somewhere in Connecticut, for she used to 
speak about her father and stepmother and lit- 
tle brothers, but I can’t recall the town. In fact, 
Idon’t know anything certain about her an- 
tecedents, and sol put the advertisement in 
the papers. I met her in the West some 18 
months ago, while she was on her way to Colo- 
rado Springs for her health. At that time she 
had some inelination te goon the staxze, but I 
persuaded her to abandon that preject and 
Marry me. We lived very happily together, but 
she did not correspond very much, and my busi- 
ness kept me away from her consid6rably. 

“Once in a while she would refer to her father, 
her brother Jobnnie, and her stepmother, but 
I was always traveling and my mind was s0 
filled up with my work that I never paid mucn 
attention to such matters. I knew thatshe was 
from the East somewhrre, but I never bothered 
to ascertain the exact place. Therefore I am 
now without any clue at allasto her origin or 
the place of her former residenee. I feel cer- 
tain that she has a grandfather named Wallace 
somewbervin Broeklyn, but [ have thus far 
been unable to find him. I thought I had a clue 
also in having heard her speak of a variety act- 
ress named Palmer Schroeder and a man named 
Fogarty, who was employed in Bellevue Hospi- 
tal. Ifound Fogarty, but he could give me no 
information as to Kittie’s people. I am still 
lovking for the variety actress. Lalso find some 


hope in a letter written to my wife from Peeks- - 


kill, N. Y., four years ago.: It contains the 
names of several people that must have known 
her well. 

** But thus far I have heard nothing encourag- 
ing from my advertisement. She also used to 
speak of &@ Man named ‘Tommy’ in Barnum’s 
Cireus. Thecorpse will be here to-day or to- 
morrow, and I think that after it arrives I shall 
remain here two or three days. If poor Kittie’s 
relatives do not turn up in that time I shall 
bury her body somewhere in this neighberhood 


or possibly take it back to Phelps City for inter- 


ment.” 

Mr. Reavesisaid that his wife was 24 years of 
age when she died, and that she never showed a 
disposition to conceal ber antecedents. When 
she died, and he was unable to find in either her 
effects or his memory auything to identify her 
relatives and Eastern friends, he felt it was his 
duty te bring the body to New-York in obe- 
dience to ber last request, Mr. Reaves is a well- 
dressed, quiet-mannered man, with a Western 
accent and a modest demeanor. He was dressed 
a mourning, and seemed deeply grieved at his 
oss. 

The body of Mrs. Reaves arrived at the Penn- 
syivania Railroad station in Jersey City late 
yesterday afternoon and remained there over 
night. Mr.: Reaves said that he would have it 
taken to a reeeiving vault to-day.

WHY TOE DEMOCRATS HAVE STRONG 
HOPES OF CARRYING THE STATE— 
REPUBLICAN BOURBONISM. 

Detroit, Oct. 15.—Excepting only Indi- 
ana, there is no State in the West where there is 
anything like the Whit! of political excitement 
that is found in Michigan. In other States 
there are centres of excitement, with vast areas 
upruffiod by anything more disturbing than a 
weekly rally about a campaign flagpole. Cam- 
paign literature may be taking the place of or- 
atory and the cause ef low taxes advancing 
without the aid of declamaiion, but it convinces 
without making so much ndise¢. Michigan was 
too closé in 1884 and it has been too clése since 
to justify politicians in any course that does not 
involve ceaseless activity. There can be no 
complaint so far as demonstrations go with the 
leaders of the Republican or the Democratic 
Party for inactivity now. Polls are being made 
aud remade, there are mestings at almost every 
crossroads three or four tiuies a week, there is 
an inundation of campaign literature, the 
personal diligence of committeemen und 
candidates is unparalleled. And this ex- 
citement, minute care, extraordinary indi- 
vidual effort, and popular cencern are entirely 
natural Michigan 23s indeed a very elose State. 
It was regarded as debatable ground in 1884, 
and the result of the election sustained the 
declaration made by Democrats early in Oc- 
tober that it was a doubtfal State. Now, how- 
ever, the most careful and conservative Demo- 
crats, men who would go no further in 1884 
than to say they hoped to win, are declaring 
with confidence that the small Republican 
plurality of 1884 will be wiped out, and that 
there will be a larger plurality for Clevéland 
than there was for Blaine. 

The Republicans he!d their own in Michigan, 
and with handsome majorities, for meny years. 
In 1868, when the whole vote of the State was 
225,000, Grant carried it by a majority of 
31,000, the Republicans having 52 per cént. of 
the entire vote. The Michigan Democrats did 
not take any more kindly to Greeley aud pro- 
tection in 1872 than they do to Harrison and 
protection in 1888, tor the Republican vote of 
that year went up. with @ jump to 63 per ¢ent.

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INDIAN ORATORS HEARD. 


SITTING BULL, JOHN GRASSE, AND OTHERS 
STATE THEIR GRIEVANCES. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The Sioux chiefs, 
with their interpreters. appeared at the Interior 
Department to-day and were shown to seats in 
the office of the A&sésistatit Attornéy-Géneral. 
After a prayer by Commissioner Cleveland, Sec- 
retary Vilas assurett the Indians that he was 
glad to seo them, and requested that they pro- 
6eéd to state theit objections to the new Sioux 
Réservation act. As the Seeretary took hisseat 
Sitting Bull stepped forward and, after shaking 
hands with the Scéretury, the Commissioners, 
and others, said: 

“ My friends, I do not want to make & long apeech. 
I have but few words to say. £ oall you my friends 
because I am one of your people. I belong to the 
Government of the United States. As we have our 
own views of this new law we wish to speak to you 
as man toman. I hope everything will be done in 
& quiet manner. This is all | have to say.” 


Jobn Grasse, who is sometimes apoken of as 
the Premier of the Sloux Nation, was the next 
speaker. He said that he and his friends haa 
been well taken care of since their arrival in 
Washington and they ali felt light-hearted. 
Continuing he said: 

“All my friends know that I never intended to ob- 
ect to the new law asa Whole: Some ot the clauses 
in it displeased me and I told my friends what they 
were, The first thing I want to mention is tie 
treaty of 1868, and I ask you to promptly test the 
obligations ofthat treaty. Pay us whatever right- 
fully belongs to us. And then the Black Hills 
treaty of 1876. Why is it that we are not paid what 
is due us under these treaties? What is lacking?’ 

Grasse then took from his pooket a réserva- 
tion map of Dakota Territory, and pointing eut 
the Sioux Reservation said that its western 
boundary line should be along way west trom 
its present location, and instead of there being 
only 11,000,000 acres in the part which the 
Gevernment proposed to buy, there should be 
much more. This western boundary line, he 
declared, had been changea without their 
knowledge, er consent. They owned the lanas 
far west ef the present line, as they had never 
seld them, 


“T said at Lower Brule that we should have 
$5,500,000 in one lump for our lands, bat now I 
think we should have more. We want $1 25 per 
acre, just whatthe Government sells ite lands tor. 
We are in no hurry to dispose of our lands. We 
want to wait a while, and then I have learned since 
1 have been here that the white people of this 
country do not want our resétvation opened, By 
the treaty of 1868 you promised us sohools and 
teachers for 20 yeara, and thes6 20 years have gone 
by and yet we have had schools coy within the last 
10 years. We want these schools continued 10 
years longer under that treaty.” 

He then speke of thé provisions of the law 
respecting the division ef the reduced reserva- 
tien, and said thut only a small part of the 
reservation is fit for farming purposes. He 
asked thatall the landsof the reservation be 
classed as grazing lands, thus enabling those en- 
titled to 160 acres to get 320 acres. He said that 
instead of the heads of families getting doubie 
the ameunt of land given to the women and chil- 
aren the latter should havé fully as much or 
more than their fathers. The old meni, he ar- 
gued, would seon die, and therefore did not 
need so much land; but the voung ones had 
their way to make,and would need all they 
eould get; and then he wanted it distinotly un- 
derstood that when young people married the 
woman should not lose her land. 

“ Think ef our fathers and ny ‘athers,’’ said he; 
“they used to own all of these lands which the 
white man now lives upon. They were oure once, 
but we have been driver away from them, We are 
a peor and ignorant poople, and yor are the canse ot 
our being poor, Looking back I aay to you that 
whatever we ask should have due consideration. 
Put the key which opens our reservation in your 
pocket for a while. bo not bein a hurry. ait 
until these matters are well considered. Ascertain 
first whether after our lands are gone we will havs 
enough left to do us.”’ 

During his speech, which occupied nearly an 
hour, Grasse frequently stopped and consulted 
with the ohiefa seated behind him, Duting one 


of these delays he apologized and sald that ag 
he was anignorant Man and could not keep 
notes, he had to consult with his friends. Mad 
Bear from the Standing Rock Agency was the 
next speaker. He said that though the Indiaus 
had red skins they were one people with the 


whites, and Were all of one Ddiovd, He asked 


that their requests be given due consideration, 
Ho spoxe of the failure of the Government to 
faithfully keep tbe treaties of 1868 and 1876, 
and as how they ceuld be expected to enter 
into stili other agreements when ths old ones 
ad never been fulfilled “Does a man,’ 
he asked, “who sells a horse for money 
to be paid at a future date, sel) another 
horse to the satie mat if he refuses to pay 
for the first?’ White Swan followed. He said 
he had been a farmer many years, but it did 
not pay. He never made a doilar farming. 
He did not want farming lands. The (ndians, 
he said, needed gresink anda, for cattle conla 
be raise@ and sold fer money, Charger, from 
the Cheyenue River Agency, complained that 
the Government never gave the Indians @ Volce 
in the datailé of their treaties, but fixed every- 
ships to sult themeelves, and then thoy asked 
the indians toagree. He objected te the Santees 
having any share in the proceeds of the pro- 
posed sale. He complained that the lands 
which had been s6t «apart for his people were 
net good lands. Speeches were also made by 
Little Wounded, Little Chief, Stamaing Elk, 
atid Fast Thunder, all of Pine Ridge; Swiit 
Bird and Little No Heart of the Qheyense 
Agency, Swift Bear of Kosepud, Big Mane of 
Lewer Brule, and others. ‘ 

White Ghost and Drifting Goese, both of 
Crow Creek, made long speeches, in which they 
announced their opposition te the bill, and 
étated that measures had been adopted to 
frignten the Indians into signing. They said 
that the meinbers of the commissidh had used 
harsh language toward the Indians. They 
said that the Commissioners had aeized tie 
Indians and had draggea them forward to the 
table to sign the new law. They said that they 
had refused to be soereed into sighing. They 
complained of the failure of the Government to 
fulfill former treaties; und spoké of this failure 
as 4 reason fer theircaution in the present 
naiter. ; 

The Indians tinished speaking at 2:30 o’olock, 
when tie Secretary arose and said that all the 
speoches had been faithfully written down and 
would be laid before the President, Who would 
give careful consideration to the inatter. What- 
ever decision was reached, tle Secretary added, 
would be announced to thetm at 10 o’clock on 
Wednesday morning in the sane room. He 
hopéd they would at that time be prepared to 
aay Whether they would st or disapprove 
of the déeision Which would then &é announced 
to them. The conference then adjourne}. The 
Rev. Mr. Cleveland, later, spoke of tne state- 
ments of Wiite Ghest and Drifting Goose as 
hyperbolic, and said that nothing of she kind 
had ever taken place. Agent Anderson cen- 
firmed Mr. Cleveland’s denial.

Kong, a8 at firat intended, but also calling at 
Shanghai. Increasing erriegg 4 is felt here to 
learn Whether the Dominion Government real- 
izes that the whole etliciency of the Canadian 
rolite to the East now depends on the Atinntia 
service, and if that equals the New-York sorv- 
ice—say 18 knota an hour—the Cauadian route 
to Hong-Kong can easily Compete with the Suez 
route. Otherwise the fast Canadian Railway 
and Pacific services will be useless.

Assemblyman Vreeland H. Youngman ia 
supported by the Burlingame faction and the 
hvenwng Journal His Republican rival, John 
McKinlay, is the candidate of the Bently faction 
and is indorsed by the Jiorning Express. It iva 
novel way of determining the circulation and 
influence of newspapers by means of candidates 
fox publi favor. It saves the expense of un 
affidavit maker, and ne moral law is broken tn 
swearing to an. exaggerated circulation. Nat~- 
urally the newspapers theniselvés are aeeply in- 
terested,aud théir editors revel in blood and thun- 
der. Itis a terrible fight on paper to which the 
peace-loving Durghers are treated, and it fills in 
admirably during the long, dull season between 
Legislatures, 

© Demoétats have nominated Jarvis L. 
Miller for the Assembly in the First Districiz, 
Galen R. Hittin the Third, and John T. Gorinan 
in the Fourth, and their election is reasonably 
sure. The Republican nominee in the First 
District, after enjoying for a brief period the 
novel feelings of a candidate, followed the pre- 
valling custom and withdrew.

OVERPAID OONTRAOTORS. 


CORPORATION COUNSEL BEEKMAN SAYS 
THE OITY CAN REOOVER. 

Corporation Counsel Beckman sent to the 
Aqueduct Commissioners yesterday an opinion 
advising them thatthe aquéduct contractors 
have been improperly allowed $738,389 75 tor 
exésvation claimed to have been made by them 
beyond the outside line of masonry lining 
of the work as fixed by the plans. Thie sum 
represents $585,498 85 allowed under the rec- 


oOmmendation of Ohief Engineer Church for 
6xtra excavation ppperenty done prior to May 
23, 1887, and $152, 90 since. 

In Mr. Beekman’s opinton the outer line of ex- 
cavatien for which the oity should pay was, 
under the. tertia of. the eontract, to be fixed as 
the work progressed, and not determined and 
applied toa section or sections of work ¢ém- 

pleted. It wasthe duty of the contractors, he 
says, to build masonry beyond the line of the 
aqueduct as far as the Chief Engineer should 
direct, bat the more fact that such masonry 
went beyond the line of éxoavation fired by the 
plans did not give the contractors 4 right to 
payment for extra excavation. For these réa- 
sons the allowances for such alleged extra work 
done prior to May 23, 1887, were not properly 
made and must be recovored by the city from 
the contractors. 

The sums overpaid, Mr. Boekman says, may 
be deducted by the Centrolier from thé money 
thathas been withheld from the contractors 
since last Apfil, or in detail from the monthly 
sums hereafter due them; or if thé deduction 
now would embarrass the oentrfactors and thus 
delay work omthe aqueduct the repayment of 
the city may be pat off until the tinal payment 
for their work becomes due. 

Abd te the power of the Chief Engineer to fix 
the lino 4% éxéavation beyond the one in the 
bdlans, and so authorize the payment of $152, 
890 9O for extta excavation since May 23, 
1887, Mr. Beekthan gives tio opinion. He mere- 
ly says that the Ohief Enyineer did not fix suon 
a line, that it was asaumed to have been fix 
by the recommendation of Engineer Churoh re 
specting past work, and that the city could re- 
cover the monsy paid under this assumption. 

Uhief Engineer Church does nob agree with 
the conolusions of the Corporation Counsel. Ho 
says that Mr. Beékmanh rfuhs counter to the 
views of his predecessors, Messrs, Lacombe and 
O’Brien, and to thosae of some of the ablest law- 
yers of New-York. 

Contractor John O’Brien of the firm of O’Brieu 
& Clark did not seem to be bothered by Mr. 
Beekwan's opinion. He said, jocularly, to a re- 

~perter of THK Times: 

“Oh, it will ail come right after eléétion.” _ 

Controller Myers and the Aqueduct Cemmis- 
sioners will confer this morning and determine 
whether to deduct the overpayments, under Mr. 
Beekman’s opinion at once, or let them stand fur 
settlement on the completion of the aqueduot.

INDORSED BY ‘HH BAR. 


THE SCHEME TO RELIEVE THE COURT 
OF APPEALS. 

At a meeting of the Bar Association held 

at 7 West Twenty-ninth-street Oct. 9 it was re- 


solved “ that this association approves as ‘wise. 


and necessary the proposed amendment to sec- 
tion 6 of Article VI. of the Constitution, provid- 
ing for facilitating the determination of causes 
on the calendar of the Caqurt of Appeals.” 

It is highly important that the attention of 
voters should be called to the fact that this 
proposed amendment is te be voted upon. The 
éalendar of the Vourtt of Appeale has been in- 
creasing trom year to year and there ate new 
over 1,200 cases upon it, By the rules of that 
court each colnsel in a Gauss Way be allowed 
two hours, and this time and muth more ta 
usually consumed. Buta few causes have con- 
sequently béen heard dailiy and the court is 
hopelessiy behind in its work. A case now 
taken there is not likglv to be tinished fer three 
years. 

Thé proposed eonstitusional amendment pro- 
vides that whénéver and as Sg as the Court 
ef Appeals shall Gertity to the Governor that 
there is such an accumulation of causes on its 
calendar that public interests require a more 
speedy disposition thereof the Governer shall 
thereupon designate seven Justices of the Su- 
preme Court to constitute a second division of 
the Court of Appeals to act as such until all 
the causes upon the calendar at the time of 
makiuvg such certificates are determined. The 
second division of the court is te be competent 
to determine any of said causes which may be 
assigned to them by the Court of Appeals, with 
leave, however, to the Court of Appeals to di- 
rect aby of the causés 60 assigned to be restored 
to itsewn calendar for hearing anddecision, 
This arrangement meets the objection hereto- 
fore made against the existence of two courts 
of co-ordinate jurisdiction whose decisious on 
the same questions might be in conflict.

MAILS FROM CHINA AND JAPAN.

BRIDGEPORT MANUFACTUR- 
ERS BERITER WI1HOUT IT. 
FREE RAW MATERIALS WOULD IN- 
OREASE THEIR TRADE AND GIVE 

THEIR MEN MORE WORK. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 15.—In 1884 
there were 3,223 persons in the town of Bridge- 
port who voted for Mr. James G. Blaine. Re- 
publicans here say that this year considerably 
tore than that number will vote for a high pro- 
tective tariff and Gen. Harrison. They also say 
that they will carry the town, but as they had 
against them four years age a plurality of 576 
itis nonsense to talk of Bridgeport going Re- 
publican. 

Loeking over the manufacturing interesta of 
the city it is hara to see how the abolition of the 
entire duty en certain raw materials could work 
anything but good to employer and employed tn 
all the large factories here. If there is a town 
in the State that needs free raw materiale it 
would seem to be Bridgepért, and even the 
slavish devotion of the “ pretected” manufact- 
trer to lis tariff idol ought net to blind hia eyes 
to this fact. Take, for instance, the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Company. Upon the brass 
and lead it tees it pays a heavy 
duty, and yet withal it is able to 
export or has exported enormous quaén- 
tities of its goods, The extent te which its 
foreign trade might be increased were it able to 
eompeéte in prices with manufacturers using 
free raw materials is something that can only 
be estimated, but that its businéss would ox- 
pand is beyond question. A near netghbor is 
the Wheeler & Wilson Sewing Machine Cem- 
pany, at the hoad.of which is Mr, Nathaniel 

Wheeler, a pronounced tariff reformer. Mr. 
Wheeler wants free lumber, frée iron, aod free 
steel. Burdeued as the business is, the firm is 
able now to export 25 per cent. of its product, 
Paying import duties in France and Germany. 

he Bridgeport Brass Company, across the 
street, imports large quantities of copper and 
spelter, yet the Hphraims in that concern are 
bulwWarks around the high-tariff idol. On their 
last pay day they used the intimidating 
bay envelopes furnished by Chairman Quay’s 

committee. I saw one of these in which a 
workman had received his wages for 55% hotira’ 
work. He was between 21 and 22 years of age 
and for his services for one week he was paid 
the splendid sum of $4 46. The present duty 
on copper ranges from 219 to4 cents a. pound. 
The Mills bill puts cértain kinds on the free list 
and reduces the duty on others. The duty on 
spe'ter ranges. from 11, to 219 cents a pound. 
By the Mills bill it {s reduced.on one grade one- 
quarter of 4 cent a pound and on avother grade 
one-half a cénta pound. The duty on manu- 
factured copper articles is reduced by the Mills 
bill from 45 to 35 per cent. ad valorem. 

Not far from the Brass Company’s substantial 
factories is the Armstrong Factory, where a6 
madé metal goods of various kinds, the conetit- 
uents of which sre imported or ate dotnestic 
presaee highly protected. Then come the 

acitie Trou orks, the Spring and Axle 
Company across the street, F. Swords’s 
Rash and obilind factory, Fairchild’s soap 
works, Eaton, Cole & Burnham, brass fit- 
tings and iron pipé and fittings; thé Malleable 
Iron Works, corsdt factories, and shirt and car- 
riage factories. In nearly every instance the 
owners of these works are protectionists, who 
protest that a cent of duty taken from the 
present tariff méans ruin to them, to the men, 
and to the city. In every instance the asser- 
tion is without foundation. It is doubtfal if the 
Mills bill, if if became u law to-day, would doa 
dollar’s damage in Bridgeport, and it is certain 
that in most instances it would increase the 
business of thése factories by giving them the 
trade which comes to Matufacturers who have 
open to them the markets of the world. The 
Bridgeport manufacturers are enterprising and 
energetic. Their men are intelligent and skill- 
ful They can compete with any workmen in 
the world, and théir employers know it. 

The Democrats in Bridgeport are united and 
working hara, They believe that they will give 
Mr. Cleveland a plurality of at least 800, and 
Beme say it will be 1,000. I am told that in 
several of the sheds a quiet Canvass shows that 
wany Republicans propose tu vote for Mr. 
Cléveland. Hard work is being done. by the 
local committees of both parties. The distribu-

In coming down from Waterbury to Bridgeport 
T stopped over for a day at the little town of 
Naugatuck. The chief, indesd the almest sole, 
industry of the tewn is tne manufacture of 
rubber garments. There are two big factories 
there, ohne rus under thé name or the Goodyear 
India Rubber Giove Company, of which Mr.. J. 
D. Vermeule is President, and the other 
as the Gvodyear Metallic Rubber Com- 

any, of which ex-Gov, English of New-Haven is 

resident. One-half of the working peoplé in 
the town are employed in these factories, the 
chief raw twaterial of which—rubber—is ad- 
mitted duty freé. The factories do a very large 
business and pay good wages. Young women 
employed therein, working oiten not more than 
eight hours a day, earn $10 to $15 a week. 
Saugatuck has been cursed Ce labor bpadton 
who a couple of years ago tied up the entire 
business of the town witha strike that attracted 

a great deal of attention. The mischievous 
power of thesé persone is gone, about the only 
relict remaining being a conusumptive-looking 
sheet calléd the Agitator. The Reptblican Na- 
tional Committee has rented a column in this 

aper. It sought to get the space for $6 an 

ssue, but the publishers hung on for 10 cents a 
line and got it. In the last number of the Agila- 
tor haJf of the Republican columa was occupied 
by an editerial from the New-York Sun entitled 
“A Short Talk to Workingmen.”
